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fioners and other perfons belonging to the eftablifhment, Near the 
entrance, on the right hand, is the tomb of Simon Box, (the firft per- 
fon there buried,) who died in 1692, having ferved under King 
Charles I. Charles II. James II. and William and Mary. Near 
the fame fpot is that of William Hifeland, with the following in- 
{cription : “ Here refts William Hifeland, a veteran, if ever foldier 
“ was, who merited well a penfion, if long fervice be a merit, hav- 
“ ing ferved upwards of the days of man; ancient, but not fuper- 


“ annuated ; engaged in a feries of wars, civil as well as foreign, yet 


“* maimed or worn out by neither. His complexion was frefl and 


. Arid ; his health hail and hearty ; his memory exact and ready. 

“in ftature he exceeded the military fize; in ftrength he furpaffed 
“ the prime of youth; and what rendered his age ftill more patri- 
“ archal, when above an hundred years old, he took unto hima 
“wife. Read, fellow-foldiers, and refle& that there is a fpiritual 
“* warfare as well as a warfare temporal, Born the 1ft of Auguit 
“ 1620; died the 17th of February 1732, aged 112.” 

There are the tombs alfo of Colonel Theophilus Cefill, who died 
in 1695; Captain John Ramfey, (1696); Sir Thomas Ogle, Knit. 
governor, (1702); Anne Acton, houfekeeper, (1705) ; William 
Poulton, Gent. who ferved four kings loyally, (1705); Capt. Wal- 
ter Compton, {1705}; John Noades, furgeon, (1707); Mary, wife 
of Auguftus Frazer, chaplain, (1710); Anne Baker, of the ancient 
family of the Maynwarings of Chefter, (1711); Ifaac Garnier, 
(1712) ; Sir Theodore Colladon™, phyfician, (1712) ; Daniel Craw- 
ford, Efq. lieutenant-governor, (1723); Emanuel Langford, S. T. P.

Colonel Richard Harward, (1758); John Cofsley, Efq. lieutenant- 
governor, (1773) ; Col. John Campbell, lieutenant-governor, (1773) ; 
John Ranby, Efg. ferjeant-furgeon to his Majefty, and furgeon to 
the hofpital, (1773); Nathaniel Smith, Efq. (i773); Colonel Arthur 
Owen, governor of Pendennis Cattle, (1774)3 Mrs, Sophia. Pitton- 
net, (1774) 5 ; William Sparke, Eq. major, (177 5)3 Nathaniel Philips, 
Efq. major of brigade to thé Earl of Lincoln, ( 1784) ; ‘Catherine, 
daughter of John Mackay, Efq. of Invernefs, and wife of Lieute- 
nant-Coloncl Dawfon, (1785) ; Mr. Alexander’Macdonald, (1787) ;

“ Charles Hickman, D. D. ahd Bithop of Londonderry clea, and 
“ Anne Burgoyne of the SoEnty of Warwick, were married Ap’ 
* 95, 170g." 

“ Hon"* fanses Brydges, Efq. and the Hon. Caflandra Willough- 
“ by, married Aug. 4, 1713.” James Bridges, the firft Duke of 
Chandos, married to his fecond wife Caffandra, fifter of Thomas 
Willoughby, Lord Middleton. 

“ John abel Efq. of the parith of Stoke, Glocefterfhire, and 
“ the R' Hon™ Elizabeth Vice-countefs Hereford, married Feb. 21, 
* 1716-7." 

“ Rév‘ Augultine Frazer, the firft chaplain upon the eftablifhment 
* of this royal hofpital, was buried Sept. 29, 1722.” 

“' Sir Th, Parkyns, Bart. of Bunny, and Jane Parkyns, married 
“ April 7, 1747.” 

“* ‘The Hon. John Grey,’ brother of the right honourable the Earl 
“ of Stamford, and Mis Lucy Danvers, daughter of the honourable 
“ Sir John Danvers, of Swithland in the county of Leicefter, Bart. 
“ ‘were married May 26, 1748.” 

“ Ap' 19, 1752. Mr. Chefleden buricd.” This eminent man 
contributed in a very gréxt degree to the improvement of furgery, 
by fimplifying ie priftice.” His celebrated work on anatomy has 
gone through eleven ‘editions. He publifhed alfo a fplendid vo- 
lume with plates, on the ftru@ture of the bones; and a trea- 
tife on the new method of cutting for the ftone, an operation in 
which he was fingulafly fuccefsful. It was Chefelden who firft pro- 
cured the feparation of the Company of Barber-Surgeons. He was ap- 
pointed to the place of furgeon to the royal hofpital in 1737, after 
the death of Inglis. He died in the month of April 1752, (as men- 
tioned above,) and in the 64th year of his age’. 
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William Young, a clergyman, Sept. 3, 1757." This is the per- 
fon of whom Murphy {peaks, in his Life of Fielding: * Mr. Young, 
“ (fays he,) a learned and much-efteemed friend of Mr. Fielding, fat 
“ for Parfon Adams. Mr. Young w&s remarkable for his intimate 
“ acquaintance with Greek authors, and had as paffionate a yenera~ 
“ tion for Afchylus as Parfon Adams, The overflowings of his be- 
“ nevolence were as ftrong ; and his fits of reverie were as frequent, 
“ and occurred too upon the moft interefting occafions.” As a proof 
of this, Mr. Murphy adds an anecdote of his wandering, during an 
abfent fit, into the enemy’s camp, when he was chaplain to a regi- 
ment in Flanders; he was not fenfible of his miftake till he was 
made prifoner; the commanding officer, ftruck with the fimplicity 
of his behaviour, immediately permitted hini to return ta his friends. 
Mr. Young publithed an edition of Hederic’s Lexicon, and an Eng- 
lith and Latin Dictionary. 

“ Lord Lindores, major-general, buried Sept. 3, 1765." Alexander 
Lord Lindores, of the kingdom of Scotland, was promoted to the 
rank of major-general, Feb. 24, 1761. 

“ The Right Hon’ James Ohara, Lord Baron of Tyrawley and 
* Baron Kilmain, buried July 24, 1773.” Having paffed through 
all the fubordinate gradations, Lord Tyrawley was promoted to the 
high wank of field-marfhal, June 3¢, 1763+ He died at Twicken- 
ham at a very advanced age“, It was his particular requeft, that 
as his life had been {pent in active military fervice, he might be bu- 
ried among the brave veterans with whom he had fhared the dangers 
of the field. His tombftone has no infcription. 

“ John -Ranby, Efq. furgeon, buried Sept. 4, 1773.” Mr. Ranby, 
who was furgeon to the Royal Hofpital, was very eminent in his pro- 
fefon. He particularly diftinguifhed himfelf by a treatife on Gun-

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fhot Wounds, and by introducing the ufe of bark in chirurgical cafes. 
He publithed alfo a Narrative of the laft Illnefs of the Earl of Or- 
ford, and other profeffional tra¢ts. 

“ Alexander Reid, furgeon, buried May 5, 1789.” Mr. Reid 
was many years affiftant-furgeon at the college. He publifhed an 
edition of Mihles’s Elements of Surgery ; and was engaged in a long 
controverfy with an anonymous correfpondent in the Gentleman’s 
Magazine“*, on a new method of performing certain chirurgical 
operations. 

It would be in vain to feek for any mention in this rcgifter of the 
late phyfician*Dr. Meffenger Monfey, who in his will, diated by 
the fame eccentricity which had marked his condué through life, 
declared his contempt of all funeral rites, and bequeathed his body for 
diffeCtion to an eminent furgeon. Dr. Monfey’s company was much 
fought after, for a peculiar-fort of humour with which his converfa- 
tion abounded. He died at Chelfea in the year 1788, at the ad- 
vanced age of 95, having refided many years in the college. 

I find no mention inthe regifter of Chriftian Davies, alias Mother 
Rofs, who was interred in the college burial-ground in the month of 
July 1739,. with military honours. This eccentric woman ferved in 
feveral campaigns-under King William and the Duke of Marlborough, 
and behaved with fignal bravery, if we may believe her own narra- 
tive’. During the latter part of her life the refided at Chelfea, 
where her third hufband was a penfioner in the college: at this time 
the fubfifted, as fhe tells us, principally on the benevolence of the 
quality at court, whither the went twicesa’week in an hackney-coach, 
old age and infirmities having rendered her unable to walk. I fhould 
not omit here, that the famous Hannah Snell, whofe hiftory is re- 
corded in various publications of the year 1750, was actually at

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that time put upon the oult-penfioners’ lift at Chelfea, on account of the 
wounds which fhe received at the fiege of Pondicherry. Her fingu- 
lar ftory excited a confiderable fhare of the public attention ; and fhe 
was engaged to fing, and perform the military exercifes, at various 
places of public entertainment. Soon afterwards fhe married 
Eyles, a carpenter at Newbury in Berkfhire. A lady of fortune, who 
admired the heroifm and eccentricity of her condud, ‘having ho- 
noured her with particular notice, became godmother to her fon, 
and contributed liberally to his education. Mrs. Eyles, to the day of 





her death, continued to receive her penfion, which, in the year 1786, 
way atgmented by a fpecial grant to a fhilling a day. About three 
years ago, fhe difcovered fymptoms of infanity, and was admitted as a 
patient into Bethlem-hofpital, where fhe died Feb. 8, 1792, aged 69 
years. 

As the ages of the deceafed penfioners have not been’ {pecified in  Inftances of 
the regifter of burials, I have had little opportunity of afcertaining ce: 
fuch inflances of longevity as may be fuppofed to have occurred 
within the courfe of a century among fuch an affemblage of vete- 
rans. One remarkable inftance is to be found among the epitaphs”™® : 
Thomas Azbey, of Chelfea-college, is faid to have died Jan. 8, 1737, 
at the age of 112°; Captain Laurence, in Chelfea-hofpital, Sept. 3, 

1765, aged 95°; Robert Cumming, in the royal hofpital at Chel- 
fea, aged 116, May 9, 1767°**; Peter Dowling, an old foldier at Chel- 
fea, May 1768, aged 102°”; a foldier who had fought at the battle of 
the Boyne—1772, aged 1 rr; Peter Bennet, of Tinmouth, who had 
been a Chelfea penfioner fince the year 1706, April 18, 1773, aged 
107; and Mary Warder, wife of one of the penfioners, Feb. 14,

Sir George Howard (to whom, as well as the other gentlemen be- 
longing tothe eftablifhment, I {hould expre{s my thanks for their liberal 
communications) informed me, that two men, whofe refpedtive ages 
were faid to be 99 and 101, applied to him the fame morning for 
admittance into the college: finding upon duc inquiry, that they had 
given a juft account of their ages, they were admitted on the firft 
vacancies, and lived two years in the houfe. John Knowles, aged 
LO4 years, was admitted into the college in the month of June 1793, 
before which time he got his livelihood by travelling the country as 
a pedlar. Upon inquiring after him in the latter end of December, 
J was informed, that he was about to quit the college at his own re- 
queft, with a view, as it was fuppofed, of exercifing the trade of 


_ begging. The ftory of Donald Macleod, who was lately a penfioner 
inthe college, was found to be a deception: he afferted that he was 


103 years of age ; and under that pretence impofed upon the bene- 
volence of the public. -His life and adventures were publifhed in 
one volume ottavo, with his portrait prefixed. . 

In the year 1673, the Company of Apothecaries of London took 


a piece of ground at Chelfea by the water-fide, and prepared it as a 


botanical garden’. Sir Hans Sloane, who had ftudied his favourite 


 feience there about the time of its firt eftablifhment, when he be- 


came poffeffed of the manor, (viz. A.D. 1721,) granted the freehold of 
the premifes to the Company of Apothecaries, upon condition that 
they fhould prefent annually to the Royal Society fifty new plants, 
till the number fhould amount to two thoufand”*, The conditions

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ground, was found to be 12 feet 11 z inches; that of the {maller, 
12 feet and * of an inch. 

The garden at Chelfea is under the management of the Court of 
Affiftants of the Apothecaries Company. There is alfo a perfon 
belonging to the eftablifhment, called the Botanical Demonftrator, 
whofe office is to explain to his pupils (the apprentices of the Com- 
pany) the names, claffes, and medicinal ufes of the plants, accord- 
ing to the order in which they are placed in the garden: he is alfo to 
make monthly herborizing excurfions in the neighbourhood of Lon- 
don during the fummer feafon**. The prefent demonftrator is Mr. 
Thomas Wheeler, who fucceeded Mr. William Curtis, author of the 
Flora Londinenfis, &c. and proprietor of the botanic garden at 
Brompton. A catalogue of tle medicinal pfants growing in the 
garden at Chelfea was publifhed in the year 1730, by Ifaac Rand, 
then botanical demonftrator ; and a general catalogue the fame year, 
by Philip Miller, the gardener. A fecond and enlarged edition 
of the former was publithed in the year 1739. The prefent gar- 
dener is Mr, Fairbairn, who has fhewn much {kill and attention in 
his department. He fucceeded. Mr. Forfyth, now gardener at Ken- 
fington, well known for’his ingenious method of treating decayed 
trees. , 

An a&t of parliament having paffed in the year 1663, to empower 
George Morley, Bifhop of Winchefter, to leafe out Winchefter- 
houfe in Southwark, and the demefnes at Bifhop’s Waltham ; he 
was by the fame act obliged to expend the fum of 70001. for the

a general herborization, which is attended by 
the Court of Affiftanc-, and othe: gentlemen 
fond of the fame puriuits, who dine together 
after their excurfion, at fome village near 
London.

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benefit of the fee ; 4000]. of which, at the leaft, was to be appro- 


priated to the purchafe of a convenient houfe within three miles of 


London, for the refidence of himfelf and his fucceffors, to be called 
by the name of Winchefter-houfe, and to be deemed within the 
diocefe of Winchefter. The remainder was to be laid out in repairs 


at Farnham. The enfuing year, according to the tenor of this a@,: 


the Bifhop purchafed a new brick houfe at Chelfea, then lately built 
by James Duke of Hamilton, and adjoining to the manor-houfe ; the 
purchafe-money was 42501.°° The Bifhops of Winchefter have ge- 
neralfy refided at this houfe during the fitting of parliament. Bifhop 
Willis died there in 1736; Bifhop Hoadly in 1761; and the late 
Bithop Thomas in 1781. 

In the year 1751, the focicty of the Unitas Fratrum, commonly 
known by the name ct Moravians, (from their being firft fettled on 
the mountains between Bohemia and Moravia, and confifting partly 
of the natives of the latter country,) formed an intention of efta- 
blifhing a fettlement at Chelfea: for this purpofe Count Zinzendorf, 
being then bifhop or ordinary of the fociety, during his laft refi- 
dence in England, purchafed the Duke of Ancafter’s old manfion 
called Lind{ey-houfe. The fociety at the fame time took a long leafe 
of the fite of Beaufort-houfe for a burial-ground ; and fitted up the 
ftables which belonged to that manfion as a temporary chapel, till 
the new fettlement, which was to be called Sharon, was eftablifhed. 
This proje& never took place; Lindfey-houfe neverthelefs was fitted 
up, and inhabited by the brethren for many years: Count Zinzen- 
dorf lived there himfclf, and prefided over the community as long as 
he remained in England, The fociety confifted moftly of foreigners 
and miffionaries, for whofe ufe indeed the Count principally intended 
the houfe, that they might make it a caravanfera, or refting-place, 
when they came to England, which they generally did previoufly to

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their proceeding on their miffions. ‘The ftaircafe at Lindfey-houfe 
was decorated with pannels painted by Haidt, a German artift. 
Among thefe were fome portraits, but the fubjeéts related principally 
to the hiftory of thefociety, and the legends of their miffionaries. Thefe 
pannels are now in the houfe in which Mr. La Trobe refides, in Neville- 
court, Fetter-lane. Lindfey-houfe was fold by the fociety about the 
year 1770: it is now divided into tenements, and belongs to feve- 
ral proprietors. Some of the Moravians ftill refide at Chelfea. Di- 
vine fervice was performed in the chapel till within a few years ; and 
the burial-ground is ftill ufed for the interment of fuch of the bre- 
thren as die either in London or its vicinity. 

This cemetery is kept extremely neat ; divided into four diftin@ 
compartments, one of which is appropriated to male infants and 
fingle brothers ; a fecond, to female infants and fingle fifters ; a third, 
to married brothers or widowers ; and the fourth, to married fifters 
and widows. The tomb-ftones, which are all flat, and placed upon 
a raifed turf, are of two fizes; a {maller for children, and a larger 
for grown perfons. The infcriptions record only the name of the 
perfons interfed, with the date of their birth and deceafe: fome- 
times the letters M.S. &.S., (married fifter, fingle fifter) are added : 
the tomb of Peter Bechler muft be excepted, whofe office (that 
of a bifhop in the Unitas Fratrum) is mentioned. There are alfo 
the tombs of John Cennick*’, who died in 17553 Jacob Rogers, 
(1779); William Hammond, (1783); Benjamin La Trobe, (1786); 
Charles Henry Conrad de Larith™’, (1754) ; Catherine Mofs, aged 97, 
(1778); Elizabeth King, aged 93, (1786); and John Gotthold Wol- 
lin**, who died in 1792. In this ground alfo lies buried, an Efqui- 
meaux Indian, called Nunak. |

“ Chriftian Renatus de Zinzendorf, departed May 17, 1752; wa8 Zinzendorf, 
“ buried May 2oth.” This was the only fon of the celebrated !" 
Count Zinzendorf: he ftudied at the univerfity of Jena*, and was 
fent for to England by his father in 1751, to be his affiftant in fuper- 
intending the fpiritual affairs of the fociety. He died at one of the 
prebendal houfes in the Cloifters at Weftminfter, where his father at 
that time refided till Lindfey-houfe could be prepared for his recep- 
tion. His poetical foliloquies and meditations were publifhed after his 
death™. 

“© John Cennick, M. departed July 4, 1755; was buried the 8th John Cen- 
“ in Sharon.” He was author of numerous fermons and hymns. x 

“ Petrus Boehler, married brother, departed April 27; buried Peter Boh- 
« May 1, 1775.” Boehler wasa very active minifter amqng the Mora- — 
vians, and one of their bifhops. He was of the univerfity of Jena; 
came firft to England in 1738; was very intimate with Wefley and 
Whitfield, whom he vifited at Oxford, and who were in the fame 
fhip with him when he went to America as minifter of the colony in 
Georgia™. ; 

William Hammond, born at Battle in Suffex, April 18, 1718 ; witiam 
“* departed in New-ftreet, Aug. 19, 1783; buried Aug. 22, by John Hasimont:

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“ Swertner.” He was of St. John’s-college in Cambridge ; had been 
a clergyman of the church of England; and was author of a book 
called “ The Marrow of the Goffcl,’ being the fubftance of fome 
fermons preached before the Univerfity of Cambridge. Mr. Ham- 
mond was a man of confiderable learning, and particularly {killed in 
the Greek language, in which he wrote his own life: the MS. is in 
the poffeffion of Mr. La Trobe. 

“* Benjamin La Trobe, born in Dublin, April 8, 1728; departed 
“ in Fetter-lane, Nov. 29, 1786; buried Dec. 6, by John Swertner, 
“ minifter,” Benjamin La Trobe, (father of the prefent minifter,) 
was a man much efteemed and refpected, not only by his own fociety, 
but by all tc whom he was known. His own feét are particularly in- 
debted to him for clearing their religion of many abfurdities which 
had been introduced by certain wild and vifionary enthufiafts, and 
which had fubjeéted the whole community to much ridicule and ca- 
lumny : with this view he publifhed a tranflation of Crantz’s Hifto- 
ry of the Brethren, Spangenberg’s Expofition of Doétrine, and fe- 
veral pamphlets. 

In the year 1690, Richard Earl of Ranelagh, Paymafter-general 
of the Forces, having obtained from the crown a long leafe of fome 
land belonging to, and adjoining the Royal Hofpital at Chelfea, fub- 
ject toa certain annual rent to be paid to the treafurer*’, built a houfe 
there after a defign of his own, and made it his principal refidence*™, 
A few years afterwards, he procured leafes of other lands upon the 
fame terms™’, and extended his gardens, which were then efteemed 
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fome of the fineft in the kingdom**, In the year 1698, he procured

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a grant of allthefe premifes (confifting of more than twenty acres) 
in fee, fubjeét to a yearly rent of only 51. per annum, to the hofpi- 
tal’. After Lord Ranelagh’s death, which happened in 1712, the 
houfe and premifes at Chelfea continued for fome time in the poflef- 
fion of his daughter, Lady Catherine Jones. 

In the year 1730, an a& of parliament paffed for vefting the 
eftates of the late Earl of Ranelagh in truftees: the premifes at 
Chelfea were fold three years afterwards, in ten lots, to various per- 
fons ; the greater part became the property of two perfons, whofe 
names were Swift and Timbrell™*. About this time it feems to have 
been much the fafhion, among all ranks of people, to refort to the va+ 
rious breakfafting and tea-drinking places, which abounded in the

one Solomon Rietti, took a leafe of Ranelagh-houfe and gardens, 
under Swift and Timbrell’”: it appeats, however, that they foon 
gave up the undertaking ; William Crifpe and James Myonnet being 
Jeflees, anno 1741, when the Rotunda at Ranelagh was built’". To 
enable them to carry on fo great a work, they propofed to take in 
{ub{criptions to the amount of sooo}, in fhares of twenty-five gui- 
neas each. It was propofed, that the fubfcribers fhould reccive in-

tereft for 20]. ; that at the end of feven years they thould be repaid 
251. each; and that in the mean ¢jme they should be entitled to free 
admiffion’”, Crifpe foon afterwards became fole leflec, and in 1744 
was declared a bankrupt: the property was then divided into thitty- 
fix fhares, as it ftill continues, In confequeme of purchales made 
at various times, the freehold of the whole, or nearly of the whole, of 
Lord Ranelagh’s eftate, is now vefted in Tompkins Dew and Albany 
Wallis, Higrs. as furviving trultees for the proprietors at large. The 
property is for the moft part divided into fingle fhares; Sir J. B. 
Davis holds three; Mr. Ashley, the manager, three ; and Mr. T. L. 
Bennet, two. Sir Thomas Robinfon, who built, and refided at Prof- 
pect-place, adjoining to Ranelagh-gardens, was a great promoter of 
the undertaking, and held a confiderable number of hares; his 
houfe, with the adjoining premifes, were purchafed after his death 
by the proprietors. 

Ranelagh-houfe is ftill ftanding ; over the front door,are the Earl’s 
arms”; and in a room which leads to the Rotunda, is a good por- 
trait of him. In Wildernefe-row, which was formerly part of Lord 
Ranelagh’s gardens, is a building called King William’s Dining- 
room and Green-houfe ; adjoining to this is now the private ftand 
for coaches, 

The Rotunda was begun in the year 1741, and opened for public 
breakfafts April 5, 1742. This fingular building is, as its name im- 
ports, of a circular form: its diameter being 185 feet ; the boxes 
for tea-drinking, which furround the room, form an interior circle 


‘of 150 feet diameter ; over the boxes is a gallery. The roof of the 


building refts upon thirty mafly beams, which meet, and are fup- 
ported in the centre, where there is a chimney with four faces. 
When the Rotunda is well illuminated, and full of company, it pre-

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fents to a perfon entering the room, a moft brilliant fpeétacle, and 
feldom fails to affect a ftranger with momentary furprife. 

At the firft opening of Ranelagh the concerts were in the morn- 

ing, and confifted principally of oratorio choruffes’’. Michael Feit- 
ing had the management of them, and led the band: the orcheftra 
was then in the centre of the room. It does not appear that the 
morning concerts were long continued, though the Rotunda was 
open every day for public breakfafts, till the a& of parliament 
paffed (anno 1752) which prohibited all places of public enter. 
tainment from being open before a certain hour in the afternoon. 
During the firft feafon there were evening concerts alfo, which 
were advertifed to begin at half ‘paft five, and which ended about 
nine. It feems to have been the fafhion then, as it is now, -not to 
go to the Rotunda till the concert was nearly over’; the company 
retired at eleven’®. The concert now ends about twelve o'clock, 
which is the moft fafhionable hour for entering the Rotunda; and it 
is near thfee in the morning before all the company has retired. 

In the year 1754, the evening amufements at Ranelagh were ad. 
vertifed under the name of Comus’s Court’”. The room is fome- 
times hired of the proprietays for mafquerades and other fétes, The 
admiffion to the evening promenade is 2s. 6d., tea and coffee in-

when the price is raifed to five fhillings, In the year 1792, was 
fhown, for the firft time, a beautiful reprefentation of Mount tna, 
with the flowing of the lava. The height of the boarded work, 
which reprefents the mountain, is about eighty feet ; and the whole 
exhibits a very curious fpecimen of machinery and pyrotechnics, 
It has been exhibited feveral times during the two laft feafons. 

The greateft number of perfons which were ever known to be 
admitted at Ranelagh in one night, were 4622, exclufive of free 
admiffions. This was on the 7th of June 1790, at an eshibition of 
fire-works, when the price of admiffion was 3s. 6d." It fhould 
not be omitted, that on the 26th of June 1793, the celebrated 
Chevaliere D’Eon fenced -publicly at this place with a French pro- 
feffor of that art. 

The ferry at Chelfea belonged formerly to Thomas Earl of Lin- 
coln, who, in the year 1618, fold it to William Blake”. In 1710, 
it was the property of Bartholomew Nutt, and was rated in*the parifh 
books at 81. per annum. It afterwards came into the poffeffion of 
Sir Walter St. John“, and paffed with the Bolingbroke eftate to 
Lord Spencer, under whom it was held at the time that Batterfea- 
bridge was built. 

The Chelfea water-works were conftructed about the year 1724; 
a charter of incorporation was granted on the 8th of March that

A canal was then 
dug from the Thames near Ranelagh to Pimlico, where there is a 
fteam-engine for the purpofe of raifing the water into pipes, which 
convey it in various diredtions to the village of Chelfea, to Weftmin- 
fter, and various parts of the weft end of the town". The proprie- 
tors of the works have an office in Abingdon-ftreet, Weftminfter, 
where all bufinefs relating to the rent of the water is tranfacted. 
In a calculation of the quantity of water fupplied daily by the water- 
works ia the neighbourhood of London, anno 1767, thofe at Chel- 
fea are faid to yield 1740 tons. 

That part of the hamlet of Little Chelfea, which is on the fouth 
fide of the highway, is in this parifh. Here the learned Earl of 
Shaftfbury, author of the ,Charaéteriftics, built a houfe, in which 
he generally refided during the fitting of parliament. ‘Tradition 
fays, that Locke was a frequent vifitor at Little Chelfea, and they 
fhow a fummer-houfe in which he wrote fome of his wotks; 
but like many others, this tradition feems but ill fupported by 
facts ; for it is certain that Lord Shaftfbury did not purchafe thefe 
premifes till about the year 1700, juft before Locke’s death, and 
many years after his intimacy with that family had ceafed. Lord 
Shaftfbury’s houfe was fome years ago the refidence of the late Ser- 
jeant Wynne, and afterwards of his fon Edward Wynne, Efq. author 
of Eunomus, or a Treatife upon the Laws of England, and other 
Traéts. After having been aliened by Luttrell Wynne, LL.D. to 
William Virtue, it was purchafed in the year 1787 by the parith of 
St. George, Hanover-{quare, as an additional work-houfe for their

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there in 1695. Dr. King’s MS. account of 
Chelfea. Lord Shaftfbury was firft charged 
to the parith rates in 1700. A letter from 
him, dated Chelfea, anno 1708, is printed in 
the Supplement to the Biographia Britannica, 
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poor. An att of parliament paffed that year, declares it to be in St, 
George’s parifh, fo long as it fhall continue to be appropriated to its 
prefent ufe. The fame act exempts it from alldues and rates demand- 
able by the rector and parith of Chelfea, on condition of paying to 
the former 31. 3s. per annum, and to the latter 61. 138. 4d. 

At Little Chelfea is a {mall chapel, called Park-chapel, built by 
Sir Richard Manningham in the year 1718, within the precinéts of 
the Duke of Wharton’s park ; it is now for a term of years the pri- 
vate property of the Rev. James Ward, A. M. who officiates there. 

A confiderable part of Knightfbridge being in the parifh of Chel- 
fea, I fhall here treat of that hamlet, which is divided alfo between 
the parifhes of St. George, Hanover-fquare, and St. Margaret’s, 
Weftmintter ; the parifh of Chelfea extends fiom the corner of 
Sloane-ftreet to the ftream which runs under the road and paffes by 
Kelly’s Medicinal Baths. 

Near Hyde-park-corner, on the fouth fide of the road, ftands St. 
George’s Hofpitat for the reception of fick and lame ; a noble foun- 
dation, fupported by’ voluntary contributions. It was formerly the 
feat of James Lane, Vifcount Lanefborough™’, who’ died there in 
the year 1724." His Lordfhip is recorded by Pope as perfevcring in 
his favourite amufement of dancing in fpite of the infirmities of old 
age, ‘ —-Sobet Lanefborough dancing with the gout™*.” The gal- 
lery over the cupola’ at St. Paul’s, called now the Golden-gallery, 
was gilt at his expence a few days before his death“. 

On the north fide of the rodd, about a quarter of a mile from the 
turnpike, and in the parith of St. George Hanover-{quare, ftands a 
chapel dedicated to the Holy Trinity, which belonged formerly to 
an ancient lazar-houfe ot hofpital, held, as it appears, under the 
church of Weftminfter, at the rent of four fhillings per annum, by

dean and chapter of Weftminfter, is a ftate of the lazar-houfe at 
Knightfbridge, as drawn up in the year 1595 by Juhn Glafling- 
ton, who was governor of the houfe, and by profeffion a furgeon. 
He ftates, that there were no lands belonging to this hofpital, nor a 
groat of endowment; that there Sad been a certain piece of land, 
which was then inclofed within Hyde-park, to the great detriment 
of the charity ; that the building, when he became governor, was 
ready to fall, and that he had expended above rool. on it; that 
theré were commonly thirty-fix or thirty-feven perfons in the houfe, 
who were fupported wholly by voluntary contribytions; that the 
charge of the laft year, in provifions only, exclufive of candles, linen, 
woollen, falves, medicines, burials, 8c. had been 1611. 198. 4d. 
Mr. Glaffington adds a lift of fifty-five perfons who had been cured 
by him, fome of whom had been difmiffed as incurable from other 
hofpitals. An account of the regulations of the houft is alfo fub- 
joined, by which it appears that the patients attended prayers every 
morning and evening ; and that on Sundays there was morning and 
evening fervice for the neighbours; that thofe wha were able were 
obliged to work; that they dined every day on “ warm meat and 
“* porrege ;” and that-every man had his own “ dith, platter, and 
“ tankerd, to kepe the broken from the whole.” Among the fame 
Yecords is a petition alfo from John Glaffington, furgeon, dated 
1654, praying to be adnritted to the government of the lazar-houfe, 
which his anceftors always had rented of the church of Weftminftcr ; 
the petition is accompanied by a certificate from Sir John Tho- 
rowgood, In the year 1629, upon a petition from the inhabitants 
of Knightfbridge, licence was given by the Bifhop of London, with 
the confent of the vicar and church-wardens of St. Martin’s, (in 
which parifh this houfe was fituated before the new parith of St. 
George was conftituted,) that they might rebuild the chapel, then

grown very old and ruinous, and attend divine fervice there, the 
rights of the mother church being duly referved. The chapel was ac= 
cordingly re-built, and confecrated to the ufe of the poor of the hofpi- 
tal ; but there being no endowment for the maintenance of a chaplain, 
it was ordered by the chancellor of the diocefe, with the affent of the 
governor of the hofpital, the chaplain, and fome of the principal in- 
habitants of the hamlet, that they, or the major part of them, fhould 
let the pews in fuch manner as would beft contribute to the mainte- 
nance of the chaplain, the repair of the chapel, and the relief of the 
poor in the hofpital**, The commiffioners appointed to inquire inta 


“the ftate of ecclefiaftical benefices in 1650, reported, that Knight{- 


bridge chapel, in the parifh of St. Martin’s in the Fields, belonged 
formerly to a lazar-houle there ; that twenty years before the time 
of the inquiry, it was re-edified and enlarged by public contribu- 
tions ; and that Henry Walker, the minifter placed there on proba- 
tion by the order of parliament, received rol. per annum from the 
inhabitants “’. He was afterwards allowed by the committee gol. 
per annum’; and in the year 1655, I find, that he was prefented by 
Cornelius Holland and George Prime, joint-governors of the chapel”, 
In 1699, the chapel was again re-built at the charge of Nicholas Birk- 
head, citizen and goldfmith of, London ; and, as I fuppofe, at that 
time leffee under the church of Weftminfter : the front was a third, 
time re-built, and the whole chapel repaired in 1789. The prefent leffee 
is Dixon Gamble, Efg. ; the prefent chaplain, John Gamble, M. A. 
appointed by the dean and chapter of Weftminfter, who appear for 
many years paft to have poffefled the patronage of the chapel. 
Adjoining to Knightfbridge chapel is a charity-fchool for boys and 


girls, inftituted about ten years ago, and fupported by voluntary

making portable houfes of canvas with wooden frames, and large houles.

fington, being generally defcribed as part of Knightfbridge, and fitu- 
ated in the parifh of St. Margaret, Weftminfter. Among thefe are 
principally to be noticed the Duke of Rutland’s**, and that of the 
late celebrated Duchefs of Kingfton (now Sir George Warren’s).

Three years afterwards, it was refolved that 
Hyde-park, with fome other lands, fhould be fold for ready* mo- 
ney”. It appears, by an a@tual furvey taken in 1652, previoully to 
the fale, that the park then contained about 620 acres, valued at 
8941. 13s. 8d. per annum; the timber growing thereupon was va- 
lued at the fum of 47791. 19s. 6d.; the deer at 3001. ; the materials 
of a lodge at 1201; and thofe of a building defigned for a banquet- 
ting-houfe, at 125 12s. The park was divided into lots, and being 
fold to feveral purchafers*"", produced the fum of 17,0681. 6s. 8d. 
including the timber and the deer. After the reftoration, when the 
crown lands were refumed into the King’s hands, this park was re- 
plenithed with deer, and furrounded with a brick wall, having before 
that time been fenced with pales*’. The park has been confider- 
ably reduced in exgent fince the furvey above-mentioned, partly by 
the building of dwelling-houfes, (between Hyde-park-corner and 
Park-lane,) but »principally by the making of Kenfington-gar-

of St. Gecrge, Hanover-fquare *”. 

The following defcription of the diverfions of Hyde-park, about 
that time, will perhaps not be unacceptable: “ May 1, 1654. This 
“* day was more obferved by people going a maying than for divers 
“* years paft. Great refort to Hyde-park ; many hundreds of rich 
“ coaches, and gallants in attire, but moft fhameful powderd hair 
“men, and painted fpotted women: fome men plaid with a filver 
“ ball, and fome took other recreation ; but his Highnefs the Lord 
“* Protector went not thither, nor any of the Lords of the Coun- 
“ cil.” It was about this time that Cromwell met with an accident 
in Hyde-park, which had nearly coft him his,life. Taking the air

The village of Chifwick is fituated by the river-fide, at the Situation and 
diftance of about five miles from Hydc-park-corner ; the parith lies Pe 
within the hundred of Offulfton, and is bounded on the eaft 
by Hammerfmith, on the north by Aéton, on the weft by Eal- 
ing, and on the South by the Thames. It contains about twelve Extent. 
hundred acres, of: which about three hundred are corn-land ; about Nature of 
two hundred and eighty occupied by market-gardeners; and about eee 
two hundred under-grafs, exclufive of parks and paddocks; which, 
with private gardens, pleafure grounds, waftes, &c. make up the re- 
maining number of acres, The foil varies from a light fand and gra- 
vel to a very rich loam ; but even in the beft land gravel is to be 
found near the furface. Chifwick pays the fum of 6661. 198, to the Land-tax 
land-tax, which in the year 1793 was at the rate of 1s. 6d. upon 
land, and 1s, 1d. upon houfes. 

An urn filled with Roman filver coins was dug up at Turnham- 
green in the year 1731 °.

cathedral, was no other than that of Chifwick ;

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Regnum, or Ringwood, went from Staines, through Brentford, (which 
was a manfe between it and London,) to Turnham-green; thence 
over Stanford-bridge * and into the A€ton road, croffing the Watling- 
{treet at Tyburn. 

After the battle of Brentford, the Earl of Effex affembled his forces 
at Turnham-green, where he was joined by the city trained-bands*. 
Sir William Waller muftered his forces there Sept. 10, 1643, when 
he was ordered to go to the relief of the Lord General’s army after 
the aétion at Newbury *. 

There are two manors in the parifh of Chifwick, both belonging 
ta the church of St. Paul’s; one of which is called the Dean’s, 
(being his peculiar,) or the manor of Sutton; the other the Prebendal 
manor. 

It does not appear when or by whom the manor of Sutton was 
given to the dean and chapter of St. Paul’s. Though it is not men- 
tioned among the manors belonging to the canons of that church in 
Doomfday-book *, yet it is upon record that they were in poffeffion 
of it in the reign of William the Conqueror. Among the archives in 
the chapter-houfe at St. Paul’s, is a very curious and minute furvey 
of all the manors belonging to the church, made, as it appears, in 
or about the time of Alardus de Burnham, who fucceeded Ralph de 
Diceto in the deanery very early in the thirteenth century’. As this 
is one of the moft ancient furveys extant, and very explicit and fa- 
tisfaétory in defcribing the fervices of the tenants, I fhall tranflate at

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Another furvey of the manors belonging to the church of St. 
Paul’s, made about the year 1245, fays, that the manor of Suth- 
ton in the time of King Henry, and William the Dean, (which 
mutt have been about the year 1111,) was rated at three hides, and 
paid three thillings to the theriff; which it ftill did at the taking of 
the inquifition. The canons received from it two full corn-rents ™, 
and five hundred and forty fhillings in money. The quantity of 
land is the fame as in the furvey above quoted, except that the wood 
is computed at only thirty acres, and the pafture faid to be fufficient 
only-for five cows and fixty fheep. There were fixteen virgates of 
land which paid guit-rent. Aluric held of the lord unam garram™, 
by the annual render of two plough-fhares**. The rents of affize 
amounted to 71. 38. 7d., befides five fhillings, or every tenth fifth 
from the fifhery, and four-pence from the cultivated wafte *. 

In the year 1235, an agreement was made relating to the fifth 
within the manor of Sutton, between the dean and chapter of St.

if the payment was neglected five days beyond the time appointed, 
the fum was to be doubled ™. 

In the ninth year of Edward IV. Baldwin Bray, whofe anceftors 
appear to have been fettled there for feveral generations ”, conveyed 
the manor of Sutton, ncar Chefwyke, (that is, 1 {uppofe, affigned 
the leafe of the manerial eflate,) to Thomas Covcton and others”. 
During the civil war, the manor was fequeftered to the lord mayor 
and aldermen of London”. In the year 1676, the leafe came into 
the hands of Thomas Earl of Fauconberg”’, whofe great-ncphew, 
Thomas Fowler, Vifcount Fauconberg, affigned it, about the year 
1727, to Richard Earl of Burlington”. After Lord Burlington’s 
death, the Teafe was renewed to the late Duke of Devonthire, who 
married his fole heir ; and it is now held by the prefent Duke. The 
manor-houfe was lately in the occupation of Thomas King, Efq. de- 
ceafed, by whom it was in a great meafure rebuilt. The dean and 
chapter of St. Paul’s had a grant of free-warren in their manor of 
Sutton, 9 Edw. IT”. 

The prebendal manor is fo called, as being the corps of one of the 
prebends of St. Panl’s cathedral. The ancient furvey before-men- 
tioned, defcribes it as containing two hides of land. The referved 
rent received by the prebendary is 391. 2s. 6d. In the yetr 1570, 
(12 Eliz.) Gabriel Goodman, being then prebendary of Chifwick, 
granted a leafe of this manor (with the demefne lands, confifting 
of about an hundred and. forty acres) for ninety-nine years, to 
William Walter and Gedrge’Burden, in truft, that they fhould within 
two years convey the fame tothe church of Weftminfter, of which

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To this day a piece of ground is referved (in the leafe to the fub- 
leffee) as a play-place for the fcholars, though it is not known that 
the fchool was ever removed to Chifwick fince Bufby’s time. alt is 
on record, that he refided there, with fome of his {cholars, in the year 
1657. A few years ago, when this houfe was in the tenure of 
Robert Berry, Efq. the names of the celebrated Earl of Halifax, 
John Dryden, and many others of Bufby’s pupils, were to be feen 
on the walls. Bowack, who wrote an account of Chifwick in 1706, 
fays, that the houfe was then fo decayed that it was wholly unfit for 
its intended ufe, and was patched up into fmall tenements for the la- 
bouring people of the town“. If his reprefentation be accurate, it 
muft have been rebuilt, or at leaft have undergone very confiderable 
repairs, before the year 1725, when the college-houfe was inhabited 
by Dr. John Friend, mafter of Weftminfter-fchool ; and the prebend- 
ary’s apartments, by Dr. Broadrick“'.

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The honfe, which is now an academy, in the occupation of the 
Rev. Dr. Horne, is called, in a furvey dated 1725, the Manor farm- 
houfe, and was then in the tenure of Lady Nevill. 


In Newcourt’s Repertorium **, may be feen a lift of tue »*cbend- 
aries of Chifwick, among whom are Nigellus, bithop of Ely ; 
Richard Clifford, Bifhop of London ; Cardinal Moreton ; Chrifto- 
pher Urfwick ; Bifhop Bonner ; Bifhop Barlow ; and Bifhop Bev:- 
ridge. The prefent prebendary is the Rev. G. Gregory, D. D. the 
tranflator of Bifhop Lowth’s Leétures, and author of the Life of 
Chatterton, “ Effays,” and other works. 


The beautiful villa where the Duke of Devonfhire occafionally re- 
fides, ftands near the fite of an ancient houfe, which Bowack fays 
was built by Sir Edward Warden “*; for this I find no other autho- 
rity. It was pulled down in the year-1788, and by Kip’s print 
feems to have becn of the age of James I. Towards the latter end of 
his reign, it was certainly the property and refidence of Robert Carr, 
Earl of Somerfet “*, whofe abandoned Countefs ended her days there 
in mifery and difgrace*’. The Earl, who was a partaker in her crimes, 
furvived her many years, being never able to recover a broken for- 
tune“ or a tarnifhed name. Upon the marriage of his daughter 
Lady Anne with Lord Ruffel, he was obliged to mortgage his

On the 27th of May 1647, he was per- 
mitted to compound for his eftate, through the intcreft of the Ge~ 
neral Fairfax *°, who, in the months of Auguft and September fol- 
lowing, appears to have been more than once a vifitor at his houfe 
at Chifwick*. In 1669, this houfe being then the property of Wil- 
liam Lord Crofts, and in the occupation of James Duke of Mon- 
mouth, was fuld to Charles Loid Gerrard of Brandon *, who aliened 
it to Richard Vifcount Ranelagh. In 1682, it was the property of 
Edward Seymour, Efg. of Maiden-Bradley, who then fold it to 
Richard Earl of Burlington, from whom it defecnded to Richard 
the laft Earl; after his death it came to the late Duke of Devonfhire, 
who married Lady Charlotte Boyle, his daughter and fole heir. The 
laft Earl of Burlington, whofe {kill and tafte as an architect have 
been frequently recorded, built near this old manfion, a {mall but 
beautiful villa, the idea of which was partly borrowed from a defign 
of Palladio™.

ments of thefe gardens, fhould be noticed a gate erected by Inigo 
Jones, at Chelfea in the year 1625, for the Lord Treafurer Middle- 
fex, and removed to Chifwick in 1738 by Lord Burlington, to 
whom it was given by Sir Hans Sloane at the time that Beaufort- 
houfe was pulled down. Lord Hervey, {peaking of Lord Burling- 
ton’s villa at Chifwick, faid, that it was too {mall to live in, and too 
large to hang to a watch. The prefent noble owner has made it 
more habitable, without taking away from its beauty, by the addi- 
tion of two wings, defigned by Wyatt, which admirably correfpond 
with the architeCture of the original. The rooms are fcarcely finifhed, 
and Lord Burlington’s fine colle@ion of pictures not yet replaced ;

don, and its environs °°: among thofe moft worthy of note, are por- 
traits of Lord Clifford and his family, by Van-Eyk, 1444; Mary 
Queen of Scots, which has been engraved by Vertue; Clement IX. 
by Carlo Maratti; Alexander Pope, by Kent; the celebrated pic- 
ture of Belifarius; a landfcape, with a man hawking, by Inigo 
Jones ; avery fine Salvator Rofa; and a Madonna, by Dominichino, 
which Lord Burlington procured out of a convent at Rome, giving 
them in exchange for it a complete fet of marble columns for their 
church. 

The Ruffel family had an ancient feat in this parifh, which be- 
longed, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, to Sir William Ruffel, 
afterwards Lord Ruffel of Thornhagh, a diftinguifhed military cha- 
racter. Stow, fpeaking of his heroic achievements at the battle of 
Zutphen, fays, “ he charged fo terribly, that after he had broke 
dug up, about 1712, Mr. Theobald gave lifthed in the Gentleman’s Magazine for 
Lord Burlington the beft of them, and his July 1779. 


lordfhip removed them to Chifwick. Letter  *° Vol. ii. p. 116, &.

“ friendfhip *.”? On the 2d of O&. 1602, the Queen honoured him 
wich a vifit at Chifwick °. Sir William Ruffel’s manfion defcended 
to his only fon Francis, the firft Earl of Bedford, who died on the 
cve of the civil war. From the intereft he took in the concerns of 
this parifh ©, it is probable that he frequently refided here. After 
the death of his widow, Catherine Countefs of Bedford, which hap- 
pened in 1654, the premifes at Chifwick were inherited, according 
to the cuflom of the manor, by her youngeft fon Edward, who, in 
the year 1659, aliened a freehold meffuage, &c. to William Gomel- 
don“. Since that time it has paffed through various hands; and was in 
1747, the property of the Hon. Peregrine Widdrington ; who, by 
his will of that date, left it to his wife the Duchefs of Norfolk, 
for life, with remainder in fueceffion to his nephew the Hon. W. 
Tempeft Widdrington, and John Townley, Efq. and their heirs. Of 
the latter it was purchafed by Sir C. W. Boughton Roufe, Bart. of 
Roufe-Lench, in the county of Worceftcr, the prefent proprictor. It is 
now called Corney-houfe. Mr. Widdrington, in 1745, purchafed cer- 
tain tenements, and a piece of land, called Corney-houfes and Corney- 
clofe, adjoining to his own premifes. I fuppofe thefe to be the fame 
houfes and land which James Ruffel, youngeft fon of Edward, held 
in 1670, fome time after the alienation of the manfion above-men- 
tioned.

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Townley, who furrounded the whole with a brick wall, and built a 
handfome lodge. 

Grove-houfe, near Sutton-court, belonged, in the reign of Hen- 
ryIV. to Robert Warner, who fold it to Thomas Holgill, Efg. * It was 
afterwards, for feveral generations, the property of the Barker family. 
After the death of Henry Barker, Efq. which happened in 1745, it was 
purchafed by the Earl of Grantham, and defcended to his daughter 
Lady Frances Elliot. Soon after her death it was purchafed by the 
Right Hon. Humphry Morrice, who made confiderable additions to 
the houfe, and built a large riding-houfe, with excellent ftables for 
thirty horfes. The fine collection of pictures which he had at this 
place, was fold after his death to the Earl of Afhburnham. This 
beautiful villa, which is fituated in a very defirable and retired fpot 
upon the banks of the Thames, is now the property of Mrs. Luther, 
reli& of John Luther, Efg. M.P. for the county of Effex. The 
premifes, containing about fourfcore acres, are inclofed within a brick 
wall; the pleafure-giounds were laid out by the Earl of Grantham. 
The paddock abounds with a great number of old walnut-trecs and 
Spanifh chefnuts, the fruit of which has been known to produce 8ol. 
per annum. 

In the year 1747, Lord Vifcount Dunkcrron became poflefled of a 
capital meffuage at Turnham-green “', which having pafled through 
various hands, viz. the Earl of Kerry (1752), Matthew Hutton, 
Efy. (1762), the Earl of Fgmont (1765), Sir Brownlow Cult 
(1771), the Duchefs of Devonthire (1772), Lord John Cavendith 
(1777), was purchafed in 1789 by Lord Teathfield, the celebrated 
defender of Gibraltar, who made it his principal refidence till his 
death, which happened not long afterwards. It now belongs to 
Dr. Alexander Meyerfbach. The gardens were laid out with much

Sir Henry Sidney, Lord Prefident of Ircland in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, appears to have had a feat at Chifwick ; his wife, 
Lady Mary, (daughter of John Duke of Northumberland,) dates her 
letters thence in 1574 and 1578“. 

Leonard Maw, Bifhop of Bath and Wells, who had been chaplain 
to Prince Charles, and attended him when he went to pay his ad- 
drefles to the Infanta, had a honfe at Chifwick, where he died 
Sept. 2, 1629, and was buried in the church there“. 

It appears by the parith books, that Sir Lewis Lewkner, Knt.™ re~ 
fided at Chifwick in 1621; Sir William Jones, Chief Juflice of the 
Common Pleas (1632); and the Duke of Leinfter (1695). Jofeph 
Miller, of facetious memory, who was a comic aétor of confiderable 
merit, was many years an inhabitant of Strand on the Green, and 
died at his houfe there in the month of Auguft 1738. 

The church of this place, which is dedicated to St. Nicholas, 
ftands near the water-fide. The prefent ftructure appears to have 
confifted originally only of a nave and chancel, and was built pro- 
bably about the beginning of the fifteenth century, at which time 
the tower was erected, at the charge of William Bordall, vicar of 
Chifwick, who died in 1435. It is built of ftone and flint, as

ts the north wall of the church and the chancel; the latter has been 
much repaired with brick: a tranfverfe aifle, at the eaft end of the 
nave, was added on the fouth fide in the middle of the laft, and a 
correfponding aifle on the north fide, towards the beginning of the 
prefent, century; the former was enlarged in the year 1772, by 
fubfcription, and carried on to the weft end of the nave: both the 
aifles are of brick. 

On the fouth wall of the chancel is the monument of Sir Thomas 
Chalcucr, whofe effigies, and that of his wife, are reprefented 
knecling at a fald-ftool under a pavilion, the curtains of which 
are fupported by two armed foldiers. On a tablet beneath is the fol- 
lowing infcription: “ Here lieth the bodey of Sir Thomas Cha- 
** loner, who was knighted in the warres of France, by Kinge Henry 
“ the fourthe, a° 1591, and after Governor in the minority, and 
“ Chamberlayne to the late Prince of famous memorey, Henrey

This Sir Thomas was fon of Sir Thomas Chaloner the elder, 
a very eminent perfon in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, both as a 
foldier, a fcholar, and a ftatefman”'; and he f{eems to have inherited 
a great portion of his father’s accomplifhments. He was particu- 
larly attached to the fludy of natural hiftory, and was very ative 
in refearches relating to that fcience, which led him to the difeovery 
of the firfl alum-mines which had been known in this kingdom, and 
which he found near Gifbrough in Yorkfhire”*, where he had an 
eftate. The method of preparing the alum he is faid to have 
brought from Italy’. Thefe mines, with others that had been dif- 
covered upon fome adjoining eftates, were afterwards feized by the 
crown, and became fo valuable, that Sir Paul Pindar rented them 
at 14,7401. per annum; and, as Fuller fays, did not complain of 
his bargain. The mines lay neglected for many years during the 
prefent century *, but are now worked, and the produce fent both 
to the London market and to foreign parts. Sir Thomas Chaloner 
wrote a treatife on’ the virtues of nitre, and “ other matters (fays 
“* Wood) pertaining to virtuofity, and fome things, as it feems, to 
* paftoral ”, but whether extant I cannot tell”. Puttenham com- 
pares “ Maifter Challoner for eglogue and paftorall poefie to Sir P.

Several 
of Sir Thomas Chaloner’s letters, are printed in Birch’s Memoirs 
of Queen Elizabeth, 1596—1597. William, his eldeft fon, was 
created a baronet by James I. anno 1620. Edward, who was 
born at Chifwick, entered into holy orders, and publifhed fome 
fermons and religious traéts™. He died of the plague at Ox- 
ford. ‘Thomas and James, difgufted by the feizure of the alum- 
mines, took a very active part againft Charles I.: they both ‘fat 
as his judges, and Thomas figned the warrant for his execution, 
which occafioned him to be excepted out of the a& of oblivion.

by the hands of the leffee. It paid alfo thirteen pence under the name 
of fynodals. The leffee colleted the Peter’s-pence, which he re- 
ceived to his own ufe. The glebe land belonging to the church was 
16% acres of arable, and ‘one of meadow; all free land‘. The

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church had alfo a third part of the tithes both great and fmall, of the 
demefnes, and of the treafurer’s demefnes ; and all the tithes of both 
townfhips, except thofe of hay’, In the reign of Henry UI. the 
dean and chapter, out of refpeét, it feems, to Gualo, the Pope’s Le- 
gate, granted a leafe of the re¢tory of Chifwick to Tholomeus Roma- 
nus, for three marks per annum“. In 1327 it was rated at one hun- 
dred fhillings ‘** ; in Edward VIth’s'time at 401." It appears by the 
furvey of 1649, that the parfonage of Chifwick was then on leafe to 
John Edgar, at 41. 10s, per annum ; and that it was valued at 551. 4s. 
per annum over and above the referved rent’. Another furvey, 
taken in 1650, values the re€tory at 1001. ; it was then in the occu- 
pation of Mr. Chaloner Chute’. The reQory is now leafed, with 
the manor of Sutton-court, the referved rent of both together being 
431. per annum. 

At a vifitation of the church of Chifwick, anno 1252, it appeared 
that the vicar received all the altarage’”, and had a glebe of twelve 
acres of arable, and one of meadow ; befides which he was. paid a 
mark of filver annually by the chamberlain". At the vifitation, 
anno 1458 '", the vicar’s glebe was computed at twenty acres, which 
he enjoyed for the purpofe of finding a boy (for the choir) to aflift in 
the divine fervice. In the king’s books this vicarage is valued at 
gl. 18s. 4d. per annum; in the furvey of 1649, at 531. 18s.; in 
that of 1650, at 581.; in the latter furvey is mentioned a glebe of 
twenty acres and a half. Patrick Seamer was then vicar, having 
been prefented by the parliament after the fequeftration of Mr. Pack-

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James Thompfon, who was prefented to the vicarage of Chifwick, 
Nov. 4, 1658, by William Steele and others‘, procured an allow- 
ance of fixty pounds per ann. out of the impropriated tithes, 
April 27, 1660“. 

Thomas Elborowe, who was collated to this vicarage in 1662 °", 
publithed an expofition of the common-prayer, in two books". 
He was an intimate friend of: John Barwick, who was made dean 
of St. Paul’s by Charles II. for his aQive loyalty and fufferings 
during the civil war. Dr. Barwick, in the latter part of his life, fre- 
quently retired to his friend’s houfe at Chifwick *”. 

The prefent vicar is the Rev. James Trebeck, M.A. who was 
collated in 1781. 4

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his future eminence by his loyal and aétive fervices to Charles Il. 
during his exile"’. He was elefted a member of the firft parlia- 
ment which was called after the reftoration, and continued to fit in 
the houfe of commons with very little intermiffion till the day of 
his death, having been twice one of the reprefentatives for the city 
of Weftminfter*. He was paymafter-general of the forces to 
Charles II. and fat as one of the lords of the treafury during the 
greater part of his reign, and that of King William Ill. He was 
alfo one of the commiflioners appointed by James II. but became fo 
obnoxious to that monarch by his oppofition to his meafures, that 
he was one of thofe excepted by name, “when, at the time of a 
threatened invafion, a general pardon was promifed to thofe who had 
acted againft hin". In the year 1685 Sir Stephen Fox purchafed 
a copyhold eftate at Chifwick ‘*, on which he built a villa, which 
he made his principal refidence after he had retired from public bu- 
finefs.

John Holland was a baker of Chifwick ; his fon Charles 
was bound apprentice to a turpentine-merchant; but having a ftrong 
inclination, to the ftage, and having met with much approbation for 
the difplay of his theatrical talents in fome private circles, he applied 
to Garrick, who gave him good encouragement and good adviee.

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By his perfuafion he pundtually fulfilled his engagement with his 
mafter, at the expiration of which, finding his paffion for the the- 
atre not abated, he made his firft appearance at Drury-lane (anno 
1754) in the character of Oroonoko, under the aufpices of the ma- 
nager, to whom he was much attached, and who continued his 
friendfhip towards him till his death. Holland met with much ap- 
plaufe, and continued to rife in reputation as an aétor till his death. 
He was cut off by the {mall-pox in the 36th year of his age, Dec. 7, 
1769. About three years before his death he became joint manager 
of the theatre at Briftol with Powell. He diftinguithed himfelf 
principally in the charaé@ters of Richard HI. Hamlet, Pierre, Timur 
in Zingis, and Manley in the Plain Dealer. He was buried in the 
church-yard at Chifwick on the 15th of December, his funeral being 
attended by moft of the performers belonging to the theatre'’. The 
following infcription is placed on his tomb. 

“ In a vault under this tomb lieth the body of Mr. Charles Hol- 
** land, late of Drury-lane theatre, of whofe character and abilities 
“ David Garrick, Efg. has’ given teftimony on a monument erected

“ William Kent, Efqg. from London, buried in a vault in the 
“ chancel Ap. 17, 1748.” Kent was both a painter and an archi- 
te&; in the former capacity he acquired but little credit; as an 
architect ‘he was very eminent, and ftill more fo as inventor of the 
modern improvements in gardening. He died at the age of 64, in 
the houfe of his patron Lord Burlington, in Piccadilly ™. 

““ Lady Anne Oglethorpe, buried in the church-yard Nov. 1, 
“ 9795.” 

“* James Ralph, Efq. buried Jan. 31, 1762.” Mr. Ralph, who 
is well known as a political and hiftorical writer, was firft fettled in 
America; he came over to England, in the beginning of George II.’s 
reign, in company with Doétor Franklin, with whom he lived in 
habits of great intimacy. His firft attempt to eftablifh a literary 
reputation was by writing for the ftage, in which he feems to 
have miftaken the bent of his genius, for he produced a tragedy, 
comedy, opera, and farce, with very little fuccefs. He publifhed 
fome poems alfo, which were much ridiculed in the Dunciad, par- 
ticularly one entitled Might, which is alluded to in the following 
lines : 

“ Silence, ye wolves, while’ Ralph to Cynthia howls, 
“ Making Night hideous ; anfwer him, ye owls,” 

However deftitute of merit Ralph’s poetry might be, Pope feems 
to have been unjuftly fevere when he treats him as an illiterate {crib- 
bler. His political traéts were in their day in very great requeft ; 
and his Hiftory of England, commencing at the reftoration, is ftill 
held in confiderable efteem. He ‘was much in the confidence of 


Frederick Prince of Wales, by whofe death he loft all his expecta-

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tions of preferment. Mfr. Ralph refided in the prebendal part of the 
College-houfe at Chifwick, which he rented of the dean and chapter 
of Weftminfter.

This cele- William Ho 
brated painter, whofe works and life are too well known to be en- = 
larged on here, about the year 1750 purchafed a houfe at Chifwick, 
where, during the rémainder of his life, he generally {pent the 
greater part of the fummer. He was buried in the church-yard; 
on his monument is the following infcription :

Sir Thomas Robinfon was ambafla- 
dor to Vienna, and in the year 1754, was appointed fecretary of 
ftate. He was created Lord Grantham by his prefent Majefty in 
1761, 

“ Charlotte Duchefs Dawager of Somerfet, buried in a vault in 
* the chancel, Jan. 30, 1773.” Daughter of Daniel Earl of Win- 
chelfea and Nottingham, and fecond wife of Charles Duke of 
Somerfet, who died in 1748. She lived at Sutton-court. 

“ The Rev’ Thomas Morel, D. D. buried Feb. 27, 1784.” Dr. 
Morell was educated at Eaton, and at King’s-college, Cambridge. 
He was Secretary of the Society of Antiquaries, and is known as 
the editor of feveral Greek plays, and of the later editions of Ainf- 
worth’s Dictionary, and Hederic’s Lexicon.” He publithed alfo fome 
tranflations from Greek plays, compofed the words of feveral Ora- 
torios, and was one of the earlieft writers in the Gentleman’s Maga- 
zine", Dr. Morell lived at Q’urnham-green; and was in habits of 
great intimacy with Hogarth, whom he is faid to have affifted in 
writing his Analyfis gf Beauty. There is a portrait of him by his 
friend, which is engraved. The manner of accenting Morell’s name 
being undecided, it was pronounced fometimes Morell, and fome- 
times Moreéll, which caufed one of his friends to addrefs him with 
the following extempore jeu d’efprit. 

© Sive tu mavis Morélus vocari five Morellus.” 

“ William Rofe, buried July 11, 1786.” Dr. Rofe, a man of 
amiable manners, and much efteemed in*the literary world, had 
been for about 3o years an inhabitant of this parith, where he kept 
an academy. He was author of a well-known tranflation of Salluft, 
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and editor of feveral wfeful compilations in Latin, French, and Eng~ 
lith. His able criticifms greatly contributed towards eftablifhing the 
credit of the Monthly Review, in which he was one of the earlieft 


writers. 


Dr. Rofe was born in the county of Aberdeen ; he died 


the 4th of July 1786, aged 67. The following lines to his me~ 
mory, written by Arthur Murphy, Efg. are infcribed upon his 


tomb: 
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Whoe’er thou art, with filent footfteps tread 

The hallow’d mould where Rose reclines his head. 
Ah! let not folly one kind tear deny, 

But penfive paufe where truth and honour lie:

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The parith have alfo two acres of land, an ancient and anonymous 
benefaétion ; they are mentioned in the chantry-roll, temp. Edw. VI. 
and were then valued, with two tenements, at 148. 2d. 

Some alms-houfes were built by the parith at Strand on the Green 
in the year 172.5, and a work-houfe at Turnham-green the fame year. 
In the latter there are ufually about feventy paupers. 
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HIS parith is not mentioned in Doomfday-book. The man- 

ner of fpelling its name varies much in ancient records, viz. 

Yeling, Yellyng, Zelling, Yealing, and Ealing. Though New-

The village of Ealing is fituated near the Uxbridge-road, at the 
diftance of about feven miles from Tyburn-turnpike. The parith, 
which lies within the hundred of Offulfton, is bounded by New- 
Brentford, Greenford-Magna, Greenford-Parva or Perivale, Har- 
row, Twyford, Acton, and Chifwick, and by the river Thames. 
It contains about 3100 acres of land, exclufive of roads, private 
gardens, &c. ; about 1560 acres are grafs-land; about 1220 ara- 
ble, and about 250 occupied by market-gardeners ; the remainder 
is wafte. The foil is various, viz. clay, gravel, and loam, or 
brick-carth. The parifh pays the fum of 9811. 2s. to the land- 
tax, which, in the year 1793, was at the rate of 1s. 2d. in the 
pound. 

The manor of Ealing has belonged from time immemorial to 
the fee of London. The demefne lands, confifting of about 660 
acres, were leafed by Bithop Bonner, (under the name of the manor 
of Ealing-bury,) to Edward Duke of Somerfet, for a term of two 
hundred years’: after his attainder they came into the hands of

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the crown, and were granted, anno 160r, for the unexpired term, 
to Simon Willis’, who affigned one moiety to "Khomas |ifher, and 
the other to Sir ‘Thomas Penruddock. At the time of the parlia- 
mentary furvey, A.D. 1650, the manor-houfe sas in the potleffiors 
of John Penruddock, the fame, it is probable, who was executed at 
Gacter in 1659 for an imftrreGion againil Cromwell. It is de- 
{cribed in the furvey as “ ruinated, and hing open fince the firtt

The manor is in the bifhop’s own hands, and the courts arc held 
by his fteward. The royalties, or the right of fifhing, hunting, &c. 
were leafed to the late Jonathan Gurnell, Efq. and are now held 
under his reprefentatives by Thomas Cheap, Efq, 

There are alfo three fubordinate manors, or manor-farms, in the 
parifh of Ealing, held under the Bifhop. The moft ancient of 
thefe is Gunnerfbury, called in old records Gonyldefbury, or Gun- 
nyldfbury. It is not improbable that it was the refidence of Gunyld, 
or Gunnilda, niece of King Canute, who was banifhed from Eng- 
land in the year 1044*. This manor, in the reign of Edward HI. 
was held for life by John Bray, under a grant of John de Chepham, 
who, in 1365, (38 Edw. IIL) gave the reverfion to Geoffrey Schrop. 
and hie heirs*. In the 47th year of the fame king’s reign, William.

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Grefle, clerk, and others, granted the manor of Gonylkdfbury, which 
had formerly belonged to John de, Northwych, goldfmith of Lon- 
don, to John Bernes and others", as truftees, perhaps, for the ce- 
lebrated Alice Perrers, or Pierce, whofe property it appears to have 
been at the time of her banifhment, when it was feized by the 
crown’. She afterwards procured a reverfion of her fentence, and 
married Sir William Wyndefor, to whom this manor was granted, 
with other property which the had enjoyed before her attainder *.

He was fettled at Finchley: his elder brother Sir Henry * 
inherited Gunnerfbury, which appears to have defcended to his 
daughter and coheir Elizabeth, who married Sir John Spelman, 
one of the Judges of the King’s-Bench, grandfather of Sir Henry, 
the celebrated antiquary, and anceftor of Sir Clement Spelman, who 
‘ died feifed of the manor of Gunnerfbury in 1607. It appears, 
that during this time it was chiefly in the occupation of tenants.

Earl of Suffolk. The Earl died at Gunnerfbury in 1709 "*; -his 
elde fon, who fucceeded hjm in the title, died there in 1718 * 
and the Countefs Dowager in 1721. Gununerfbury then became the 
property of §ir John Hobart, who married Elizabeth, one of the 
nieces of Serjeant Maynard “*, and was iold by him about the year 
1740, (being then Lord Hobart,) to Henry Furnefe, Efq.’’ Mr. 
Furnefe died in 17563 in 1761 * Gunnerfbury was purchafed of 
his reprefentatives for the late Princefs Amelia, aunt of his prefent 
Majefty, after whofe death, purfuant to the directions in her will, it 
was put up to fale, and purchafed (anno 1788) by Colonel Ironfide, 
who fold it again in 1792 to Walter Stirling, Efq. the prefent pro- 
prietor. 

Gunnerfbury-houfe is pleafantly fituated, and commands an ex- 
tenfive and beautiful profpeét. It was built for Serjeant Maynard, in 
the year 1663, by Webbe, a pupil of Inigo Jones’. The chapel 
was added by the Princefg Amelia, who made Gunnerfbury her fum- 
mer refidence, and expended a very confiderable fum upon the pre- 
mifes™. The gardens were enlarged and altered by Kent for Mr. 
Furnefe. The trees inand about the paddock are well grouped, and 
exhibit fome very pleafing {cenery. In the pleafure-grounds are fe- 
veral cedars of Libanus, of confiderable girth. The whole of the 
premifes confifts of about g5 acres, furrounded with a lofty brick 
wall.

The vicarage is in the patronage of the Bifhop of London; the 
prefent vicar is the Rev, Charles Sturges, M. A. who was collated in 
1773¢ 

George-chapel, at Old Brentford, in the parifh of Ealing, was George- 
built in or about the year 1770, after a defign of Mr. Kirby, and at a 
the expence of certain inhabitants of that place, who receive the pro- 
fits of the pews, and are obliged to allow the minifter a falary of 
301. per annum, ‘The patronage is vefted in the vicar of Ealing ; 
the prefent minifter is the Rev. Henry Plimley. 

John Bowman, B.D. chancellor of St. Paul’s, who died in 1629, Ledurethip. 
founded a Iecturefhip at Ealing, and endowed it with 4ol. per ann. 

The prefent lecturer is the Rev. Thomas Warry, M. A. 

The Prefbyterian diffenters have a chapel near Old Brentford, Meeting- 
which was built in 1783. In an adjoining cemetery is the tomb of — 
the Rev. Matthew Bradfhaw, their late minifter, who died in 1792. 

The average number of burials in this ground is not quite two in a, 
year. The Anabaptifts alfo have a meeting-houfe at Old Brentford, 
and there is a third for the people called Methodifts. 

The parih regifter, which begins in’ the year 1582, is fo imper- he "es 
fect during the laft century, that I could not procure any fatisfactory 
average of baptifms or burials. It has been kept with much accu- 
racy during the prefent century, and great pains have been taken to 
preferve what remains of the more ancient records.

The population within the two laft centuries appcars to have in- 
creafed in a proportion of more than five to one. The prefent num~- 
ber of houjes is about feven hundred, about five hundred of which 
are in the hamlet of Old Brentford. 

In 1603 there were 136 burials, 29 of which were in the month 
of September. In 1665 there were 286, of which 244 were be- 
tween the Jaft of June and the firft of January enfuing. Several of 
the perfons who died of the plague were buried in the fields, parti- 
cularly about Old Brentford. 


Extraéts from the Regifter. 

“ George, fon of William Fleetwood, baptized Auguft 3, 1586.” 
William Fleetwood, who was Recorder of London, had a confider- 
able freehold eftate at Ealing *. 

“ Sir Thomas Temple, buricd March 28, 1674.” 

“* The Lord Manard was buried the 25 day of Odtob. 1690.” 
Serjeant Maynard is here meant, who died that year at his houfe 
at Gunnerfbury, and was buried in Ealing church. The hiftory 
of this eminent lawyer is perhaps as fingular and eventful as any 
recorded in the annals of his profeffion. He conduéted the evi- 
dence againft the Earl of Strafford and Archbifhop Laud; fat as 
one of the lay members of the afflembly of divines ; was called to 
the degree of ferjeant during the ufurpation of Oliver Cromwell ; 
and was prote¢tor’s ferjeant both to him and his fucceffor*. After 
the Reftoration he was knighted, and made king’s ferjcant, which 
fituation he enjoyed alfo under James IJ. In 1680 he was appointed 
to manage the evidence againft William Vifcount Stafford. King 
William, not many months before his death, appointed him one of 
the Lords Commiffioners of the Great Seal. He was then arrived at 
the advanced age of 87, and had been a practitioner at the bar for

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more than 60 years”. Serjeant Maynard was efteemed a very able 
advocate, and has been called the beft old book lawyer of his time. 
All parties feem to have been willing to employ him, and he feems 
to have been equally willing to be employed by all. He publithed 
fome reports, held in confiderable efteem ; and feveral political tracts. 
Serjeant Maynard was thrice married, Elizabeth, his firft wife, was 
buried at Faling in 1654-5. Jane, his fecond wife, (daughter of 
Cheney Selherft, Efg. and reli€&t of Edward Auften, Efg.) was buried 
there in 1668. His lait wife, who was daughter of Ambrofe Upton, 
canon of Chrift-church college in Oxford, and reli& of Sir Charles 
Vermuyden, furvived him many years, and died in 1721, being then 
the widow of Henry Earl of Suffolk. The baptifms and burials of 
feveral of Sir John Maynard’s family are to be found in the parifh 
regifter. The annexed print is engraved from an original portrait in 
miniature, by Hofkins, in the Earl of Orford’s collection at Straw- 
berry-hill. 

“ Sir Charles Adams, buried Aug. 16, 1726.” Sit Charles Adams 
of Sprowfton-hall, in the county of Norfolk, was a defcendant of 
Sir Thomas Adams, the loyal and munificent alderman of London, 
who was created a baronet by CharlesII. in 1660. His life is re- 
corded in the Biographia Britannica. The title is now extind.

The learned Dr. Pearce, afterwards Bifhop of Rochefter, received the 
firft rudiments of his education in a private fchool at Ealing, where 
his father refided aft& he had retired from bufinefs.

An author of fome 
note, who, like moft party writers, has been too much extolled, and 
too much depreciated". His principal work was a Hiftory of Eng- 
land, in three volumes ; but he certainly was not poffefled of fufh- 
cient impartiality to make a good hiftorian. He had a principal con- 
cern ina politica] paper called “ The Medlcy ;” and was author of a 
few poems and dramatic pieces. He is faid to have left behind him 
in MS. a work called “ The Hiftory of Chriftianity,” and fome fa- 
tires. Mr. Oldmixon was of an ancient family in Somerfetthire. 
He died at his houfe in Great Pulteney-ftreet, in the 69th year of his 
age, and was uried near his fon and daughter in Ealing church“. 
One of his daughters fung at Hickford’s rooms in 1746. His daugh- 
ter Hannah died at Newland in Gloucefterfhire in 1789, aged 84. 

“ Dr. William King, buried Jan. 5, 1764.” A well-known poli- 
tical writer, whofe principles were the very reverfe of Oldmixon’s. 
Dr. King was a native of Stepney”. In the year 1718 he was made 
head of St. Mary Hall,in Oxford, where he was the immediate pre- 
deceflor of Dr. Nowell, the prefent much-refpeGted principal. Dr. 
King was celebrated for the elegance of his L@in compofitions, par- 
ticularly an oration fpoken at the opening of the Radcliffe Library

3, per cents. to the poor of the fame hamlet not receiving alms. This 
is diftributed among twenty poor widows. John Taylor gave to the

built, now let at 61. perann. Richard Taylor, who died in 1715, gave 
a tenement and malt-houfe, now let at 221. per ann. for the purpofe 
of buying coals for fixteen poor ‘people, eight of whom are to be in- 
habitants of Ealing, and eight of Old Brentford, and to be appointed 
by the minifter. Jonathan Gurnell, Efg. who died in 1753, gave the 
intereft of 200]. 3 percent. annuities, to buy coals for the poor of 
Ealing only. Mrs. Elizabeth Barnes, in 1759, gave the intereft of 
4ool, which now produces 13]. os. 6d. per annum, for the benefit of 
four poor perfons forever. William Adair, Efq. who died in 1783, 
gave the intereft of rool. 3 per cent. bank annuities, for the benefit 
of poor widows. ‘Ihe late Princefs Amelia, who had been a great 
benefactrefs to the poor during her refidence in the parith, left, by 
will, sool. to be diftributed among them after her death. 

In the year 1783 fome alms-houfes were built on the Uxbridge- 
road, for the refidence of poor families, with a fum of money given 
to the parifh as a compenfation for the inclofure of a piece of watte. 
This feems a very proper application of the money, and deferving of 
imitation. Ealing-heath has been levelled alfo, and the herbage im- 
proved, to the great benefit of the parifh, with money arifing from 
fome fimilar inclofures. : 

Dorothy Lady Capel, who died in 1711, gave the twelfth part of 
an eftate in Kent, which (twelfth part) now produces 11]. per ann. 
to the boys’ charity-fchool in this parifh, Jonathan Gurnell, jun. 
who died in 1752, gave 500]. to this {chool. Jonathan Gurnell, 
fen. who died in 1753, the fame fum; and Mr. James Taylor, 251. 
The ftock of this fchoal is now, in confequence of good manage- 
ment, about 17001. 3 per cents. which, with Lady Capel’s benefac- 
tion, produces an income of 631, 108. per annum. With this in- 
come, aided by voluntary contributions, and an annual charity-fer- 
mon, twenty boys are clothed, and taught to read, write, ang caft

Jane Lady Rawlinfon, in 1712, bequeathed the fum of sool. for 
the purpofe of eftablifhing a fchool for girls, Mrs. Mary Bertram, 
anno 1774, gave 20]. ; and Mrs. Martha Sparrow, in 1,83, 211. 135. 
to the girls’ fchool. The fum of 200]. bequeathed to this parifh by 


the celebrated French divine, Peter Francis Le Courayer, who refided Peter Fran- 


many years at Ealing, and died in the year 1776, was appropriate 
to the purchafe of freehold lands for the benefit of this {chool ; as 
was sol. left by Mrg. Frances Cole in 1779. The prefent produce of 
the lands belonging to the fchool is 321. per annum, and the ftock 
5501. in the 3 per cents. with which funds, aided by the collection 
at an annual fermon, twenty girls are educated and clothed.

A certain large portion of land is called a 
ware’. Perhaps one of thefe may furnith a derivation in fome de- 
gree fatisfactory. 

Edgware lies upon the road (the ‘ancient Watling-ftreet) to St. 
Alban’s, at the diftance of about eight miles from Tyburn-turnpike. 
It had formerly a weekly market on Thurfday, which has been for 
fome time difcontinued*. The parifh is bounded by Hendon on 
the eaft, Kingfbury on the fouth, Elftree in Hertfordthire on the 
north, and on the welt by Little Stanmore or Whitchurch. All the

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houfes which form the weft fide of the ftreet on the high-road, are 
in the latter parith. 

The parith of Edgware contains about eighteen hundred acres of 
land, of which not more than the twentieth part is arable. The foil 
isclay. The quota paitl towards the land-tax is 3571]. 4. od. which 
in the year 1793 “was at the rate of 28. 3d. in the pound on lund, 
and &s. gd, on houfes. 

The firft mention I find of the manor of Edgware is in the year 
1171, when Henry Bocointe paid one mark into the King’s Exche- 
quet, that he might implead William de Reymes for that manor‘, 
Soon afterwards it belonged to Ela Countefs of Salifbury, daughter 
and heir of William D’Eureux, and wife of William Longefpee, who 
granted it to’her fon Nicholas and his efpoufed wife, to be held of her 
by the fervice of a {fparrow-hawk*. Inthe year 1295 Henry de Lacy, 
Earl of Lincoln, who poffeffed this manor in right of his wife Mar- 
garet Countefs of Salifbury, had a charter of free-warren thetein ’: 
he died in 1 31. The manor was then valued at 141. 178. 1d. 
per annum, and confifted of a grange, a hundred and fixty acres of 
arable, two of meadow, and fixty of wood*. Alice, daughter and 
heir of the laft Farl of Lincoln, (of that family,) married Thomas 
Earl of, Lancafter who was beheaded in 1322°. She afterwards be- 
came the wife of Eubulo Le Strange, to whom fhe is faid to have

Dr. Bartlet, in the 
reign of Henry VIII. purchafed another eftate in this parifh, con- 
fifting of a houfe and fifty acres of land, which he fettled on the col- 
lege, together with fome clofes which had been appropriated to a chan- 
try at All-Souls, and which werg fold with the other chantry-lands *.

Singular cuf- Sir William Blackftone fays, that it was ufual for the lord of this 

i a ie manor to provide a minftret or piper for the diverfion of the tenants 
while they were employed in'his fervice. He refers to the manor- 
rolls which are among the archives of All-Souls college ; but does 
not mention the year or petiod ef the record. By permiffion of the 
college, 1 ¢xathined the ‘rolls, which are very numerous, to fearch 
for that, or afty other curious entries which might occur. I had not 
the good fortune to find what Blackftone refers to; but there can be 
no doubt of the fa& upon his authority. A fmall piece of ground 
in the parifh fill goes by the name of Piper’s-green.

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ing-room, fitted up by Mr, Sharpe for. the reception of the Duke and 
fome of the principal officers ‘of ftate, who occafionally met at hia 
houle, are fome large pictures faftened into the pannels, and faid to 
have been a part of King Charles’s collection.

On the fouth wall of the nave are the monuments of Robert Bay- 
zand, furgeon, 1787; and Martha Rawling, widow, 1788. On the 
floor are flat ftones to the memory of Richard Haley, Gent.

“ the chaplain, with a falary of 33s. 4d. and the alterage or finall

The benefice is a donative or curacy, endowed from time imme- 
morial with the tithes of hay, and all vicarial profits. Mr. John 
Joncs augmented it with the rent of three houfes in Hoficr-lane, 
Smithfield. Randulph, or Randall Nicoll, Efq. gave 11. 18, for an 
annual fermon. The commiffioners appointed by Cromwell to in-

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HIS filace, which gives name to the hundred wherein it lies, 
ae is in Doomiday-book called Adelmeton, and in later records 
Edelmeton. Camden ‘ays it takes its name from nobility, by which 
it is fuppofed he meant to derive it from Eadeling, noble’. As I have 
not feen one, among very numerous ancient deeds which I have ex- 
amined, relating to this place, in which its name is written Edeling- 
ton, I would rather derive it from Adelm, or Eadhelm, names com- 
mon to feveral eminent perfons among the Saxons*. This place ap- 
pears to have been firft called Edmonton, a word very wide of the 
original orthography about the beginning of the fixteenth century. 

Edmonton is fituated on the road to Hertford and Ware, at the 
diftance of about feven miles from Shoreditch-church. The parifh 
is bounded on the eaft by the river Lea, on the north by Enfield, on 
the fouth by Tottenham, and on the weft and north-welt by Eaft 
Barnet in Hertfordfhire, and Fryarn Barnet, Hadley, and South 
Mims in Middlefex. The two laft were formerly (as appears by an- 
cient records) hamlets belonging to this parith. 

The parith is divided into four wards, diftinguithed py the names 
of Church-ftreet, Bury-ftreet, Fore-ftrect, and South-ftreet. It is 
computed that it contains (exclufive of the allotment in Enfield.

When King James I. laid a part of Enfield-chafe into Theobald’s- 
park, he inclofed a fpot of ground, on which an ancient fair (known 
by the name of Bufh-fair) had been held from time immemorial. 
As a compenfation for having fo done, he granted letters patent, 
anno £614, to Robert Kidderminfter, his heirs and affigns, empow- 
ering them to hold an annual fair on the feftival of St. Giles, and the 
eafuing day, at a plate near Cathol-gate, (leading to Northaw-com- 
ton,) with liberty to build two houfes for the accommodation of 
perions reforting to the fair*. Petitions having been prefented from 
the neighbouring inhabitants, and perfons claiming right of com- 
mon, apningt holding the fair on this fpot, King James granted the 
faid Robert Kidderminfter a new patent the next year, for holding 
two fairs annually, on a certain part of the chafe near South-gate

in the third year of his reign, granted the reverfion (on the like 
terms) to Sir John Petche and John Sharpe; and in the year 
1523, (Sir Thomas Bourchier and John Sharpe being then both de- 
ceafed without male iffue,) to Sir Henry Courtenay, afterwards Mar- 
quis of Exeter *, who, in 1532, obtained a grant of the manor in 
fee **, and the next year had the King’s licence to alien it to William 
Sulyard*. The latter, in 1534, fold one moiety to Balthazer de 
Guerfeye *. Soon after this, the manor was purchafed by the King ; 
and in 1537 Thomas Lord Cromwell was appointed the fteward”. 
It continued in the crown, and was part of Queen Henrietta Maria’s 
fettlement. In 1650, having been feized as her property, it was fold 
to John Clayton and William Barwick”.

Twenty villeins held a virgate each ; and twenty-four half a virgate ; 
Ninc boidars held three virgates each; four others held five acres 
each ; four others four acres each. There were four cottars who held 
four acres jointly ; and ten cottars and four villeins, who held jointly 
one hide anda virgate. There were four flaves, and a mill valued at 
ten fhillings. There was meadow {ufficient for twenty-fix plough- 
lands ; and moreover twenty-five fhillings rents ; pafture for the cat- 
tle; pannage for two thoufand hogs; and twelve fhillings iffuing 
from the profits of the woods and pafture ; in the whole valued at 
401. both in the time of Edward the Confeflor and when the furvey 
was taken, but was worth only 2u1. when firft granted to Geoffrey 
de Mandeville.

of Edmonton and Tottenham, confifting of eighty-four acres of ara- 
able, twenty-five of meadow, and eighty of wood, for which he 
owed fuit of court to Geoffrey de Say, and certain fervices to the 
priors of the Holy Trinity and of St. John of Jerufalem™. This 
eftate, which was inherited by his brother William *’, was afterwards, 
under the name of the manor of Wylby, or Willoughby, the pro- 
perty of the Beaumont family. Henry de Beaumont fucceeded to 
it on the death of his father Sir John, anno 1398”. By the in- 
quifition taken of Lord Beaumont’s property after his attainder in 
1461, it appears, that certain perfons were enfeofled of this manor 
for the ufe of Lord Beaumont and his heirs; and that William Lord 
Haftings had till then received the profits’’. Lord Haftings, by his 
will, bearing date 1482, dire€ted that his feoffees fhould make an 
eftate of the manor of Edmonton, (meaning, I fuppofe, this of 
Willoughby, which was fometimes fo called,) immediately after his 
deceafe, to Katherine his wife, for the term of her life®. William 
Lord Beaumont, who was reftored to his honours by Henry VII. and 
in whom the title, became extin@, died in the year 1505, feifed 
of the manor of Wylbies, or Beaumont'’s lands”, the inheritance of 
which would have belonged to Francis Lord Lovell, but in confe- 
quence of his attainder became vefted in the crown.

The Jaft grant was in 
exchange for other lands) The manor was then valued at 121. per 
annum, and the reverfionary intereft at five years purchafe. It was 
foon afterwards the property of Jafper Phefaunt, Eig. who, in the 
year 1550, fold it to John Manchell, E{q. whofe fon, John Man- 
chell, aliened it, anno 1597, to Peter Collet, Efq.“* Mr. Collet 
left two daughters, Hefter, wife of Sir Anthony Ancher; and Sa- 
rah, wife of Sir Peter Hayman*. The manor having been divided 
between the two co-heirs, Sir Peter Hayman and his fon Ilenry 
aliened one moiety, anno 1630, to John, afterwards Sir John “Mel- 
ton, Knt. who fold it again, anno 1638, to George Pryor, Efq.

“ Hon" Lord Burghley, lord high treafurer of England ™,” took its 
name from the family of Pymme, who were fettled at Edmonton in 
the reign of Edward II.” It is mentioned among the property of 
which Robert Earl of Salifbuay died feifed in 1612. The Cecils 
had another farm called Pleafantines ", which {till goes by that name, Pleafantines. 
and fome lands, (parcel of the manor,) formerly the property of Wil- 
liam Lord Paget, and granted to Lord Salifbury by King James, anno 
1608 °*. Pleafantines has been held with the manor of Deephams 
ever’ fince Lord Burleigh’s death, and is now the property of Mrs.

II, 
gave forty-two acres of land, &c. to the priory of the Holy Trinity

Wier, or Wyer-hall, an ancient manfien in this parifh, took its wyer-hall. 
name, perhaps, from the family of Wyrehalle, who had property in 
Edmonton in the reign of Edward ITI.° About the year 1581 it 
belonged to Jafper Leeke, Efq. who inherited it from his father. 
From that family it paffed to the Huxleys, to whom it ftill belongs, 
being the property of Mrs. Sarah Huxley, under whom it is held on 
leafe by Lewis Leitch, Efq. The houfe was rebuilt in the year 1611

Buth-hill Park, the feat of Mrs. Catherine Mellith, relict of the 
late Jofeph Mellifh, Efq. was formerly the property of the Sam- 
brooke family, from whom it defcended to John Gore, Efq. Mrs. 
Mellifh’s father. The park exhibits fome very pleafing fcenery. It 
is faid to have been originally laid out by Le Nautre. The houfe 
commands a good profpe&t towards Woodford, Chinkford, &c. In 
the hall is a very curious picce of carving in wood, by the celebrated 
Grinling Gibbons, reprefenting the ftoning of St. Stephgn; the 
architectural parts are particularly fine. It ftood for a long time at 
Gibbons’s houfe at Deptford, where it attracted the notice of his 
neighbour, the feientific Mr. Evelyn, who was induced, by this fa- 
vourable fpecimen of the artift’s abilities, to recommend him warmly 
to the-notice of Charles If, The carving was afterwards purchafed 
by the Duke of Chandos, and placed at Cannons, whence it was

wooden aquedué, or open trough, was conftruéted, fix hundred and 
fixty feet in length. It was fupported by arches of various dimen- 
fions; the largeft, under which ran a ftream of water, was fifteen 
feet high and three feet wide. - This arch was rebuilt in 1682, when 
Henry, Earl of Clarendon was Governor of the New River Com- 
pany. Over the centre was placed *Sir Hugh Middelton’s coat of 
arms”, ‘The aqueduét was kept in repair till the year 1784, when 
preparations were made for removing it, under the dire€tion of Mr. 

Milne, furveyor to the company. For this purpofe a new channel 
was contrived, bv raifing the ground on the fides, and making fe- 
cure embankments. - The work was completed the next year. The 
fite of the wooden aqueduct lay within the pleafure-grounds of John 
Blackburn, Efq. to which the new channel is a confiderable orna- 
ment.- Mr. Blackburn’s place was the property and refidence of Sir 
Hugh Middelton, who left it to his fon Simon.

In the year 1780, the proprictors of the New River being alarmed 
by the threats of the rioters, who talked of deftroying the wooden 
aqueduct, application was made to government for the protection of 
the military ; ‘in confequence of which, the 62d regiment of foot was 
quartered in and about Enfield till the danger was over.

There was formerly a fingular epitaph “ in this church-yard, (on 
a head-ftone now removed,) to the memory of one William New- 
bury, who died in 1695. He was faid to have been a hoftler at 
one of the inns, and to have loft his life in confequence of fome 
improper medicines adminiftered by an ignorant fellow-fervant. 

The rectory of Edmonton was appropriated, at a very early pe- 
riod, to the monks of Hurley, on whom Geoffrey de Mandeville, 
Earl of Effex, fettled an annual penfion of one hundred shillings in 
lieu of the tithes of Edmonton and Enfield’, which he gave to the 
abbey of Walden, founded by himfelf anno 1136". By a chro- 
nicle of that abbey in the Britith Mufeum we find, that Geoffrey, 
the fecond Ear!, confirmed all his father’s grants, butetook away a

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large and very excellent field adjoining to the parifh-church at Ed- 
monton, and unjuftly added it to his own demefnes", After the 
diffolution of monafteries, the rectory and advowfon were granted 
by Henry VIII. to Thomas Lord Audley”, who furrendered them 
again to the king, anno 1544. The next year they were granted 
to the dean and chapter of St. Paul’s*, in whofe poffeffion they ftill 
continue, 

The rectory of Edmonton was rated at fifty marks, anno 1327". 
The abbot of Walden’s portion was forty fhillings, and the vicar’s 
falary one hundred fhillings, The parfonage was leafed, anno 1641, 
to Edward ‘Nowell, Efg.*; to the family of Thorne, anno 1694 
and 1701; to Mrs. Lynch in 1755; and in 1777, to Mrs. Raw- 
ling. The leafe has fince that time gone through feveral hands, and 
is now the property of Mr. William Cobbett. The referved rent is 
20], and two good capons, or five fhillings. In 1650 the glebe, 
with the parfonage-houfe, &c. was valued at 471. 6s. 8d. per ann, 
and the tithes at 2001.” 

Philip de Waude was prefented to the vicarage in 1397, to hold Vicarage. 
it with all profits and arable lands, and one acre of meadow, as Wil- 
liam, the chaplain, had enjoyed it. In 1650 it was prefented by 
the jury to the commiffioners appointed to inquire into the ftate of 
ecclefiaftical benefices, that there was a ruinous houfe, with five 
acres of glebe belonging to the vicarage, valued at 6]. per ann.” 
The vicarage in the king’s books is rated at 181.

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‘William Muffet was turned out of this benefice for his loyalty 
during the civil war™. Ralph Panne was prefented to it by the 
protector in 1654.°°, and Giles Andrews in 1658 °°. Muffet was 
reftored in 1660, and lived till 1679 '. 

The prefent vicar (inftituted in 1776) is the Rev. Henry Owen, 
M. D. author of fome learned critical and theological works. 

Peter Fanelour, (one of the founders of Guildhall chapel,) who died 
anno 1361, feifed of various premifes in Edmonton™’, built a cha- 
pel adjoining to the parifh-church, in which he founded a chantry 
for two priefts, and endowed it with a rent-charge of about twenty 
marks per ann. to be paid out of certain houfes in London. The 
chantry was called after his name, and the patronage was vefted in 
the vicar‘. It appears by the chantry-roll at the Augmentation- 
office, that the Chamber of London were to find a chantry-prieft 
for the church of Edmonton, and to allow him 131. 6s. 8d. per ann. 
to pay 138. 4d. for a lamp, the like fum for an obit, and 63. 8d. to 
the vicar. The fame record adds, that the chantry-priefts had a 
houfe in Edmonton, valued at 1 38. 4d. per ann. ; another which 
they tet at ten fhillings; and a few acres of land. 

The Quakers and Prefbyterian Diffenters have each a meeting- 
houfe in this parifh; and there are three for the people called 
Methodifts, The Quakers have a burlal ground at Winchmore- 
hill. ra 

The regifter of burials in this parifh begins in the year 1557; 
that of baptifms in 1559. They appear to have been very accu- 
rately kept, except during a part of the laft century.

Edmonton ; eighty-five of which were perfons who fell vidims to 
the plague. In 1625 there were one hundred and fifty-feven burials,

Dr. Taylor was feveral years fecretary to the Royal So- 
ciety, to whofe tranfactions he contributed many ingenious papers. 
His principal work was a well-known and learned treatife on Linear 
Perfpective. He died Dec. 29, 1731, and was buried at St. Anne’s, 
Soho. Hig life has been written by his grandfon, Sir William 
Young, Bart. and is prefixed to a pofthumous treatife which has 
been lately printed for private circulation, and is accompanied by a 
portrait of the author.

Felix Clerke, on condition of being permitted to inclofe a piece 
of wafte, anno 1654, fettled ten fhillings per ann. on the poor. By 
the act for inclofing Enfield-chafe, the proprietor of the Old-park is 
bound to pay the fum of sl per ann. for ever to the parifh of Ed- 
monton, in confideration of their making and maintaining a read 
from Fillcap’s-pate to Enfield Old-park allotment. 

The hamlet of South-gate, in this parifh, is fituated about three Souru- 
miles from the church; it contains (with Palmer’s-green,) about ye 
one hundred and eighty houfes. 

Mirichenden-houfe, the feat of the late Duke of Chandos, was Minchenden- 
built by John Nicholls, Efq. and is fituated on or near the fite of an — 
ancient manfion called Arnold’s, which belonged, in the laft century, Arnoia’s.> 
to John Weld, Efq. anceftor of the Welds of Lulworth-caftle, and 
founder of South-gate chapel, which was confecrated in the year South-gate 
1615 by Bithop King. .

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having been ftritly preferved by the fentence of confecration; the 
chapel was appropriated to the ufe of the inhabitants of the houfe 
called Arnold’s, and the neighbouring hamlets of South-ftreet {or 
South-gate) and Bowes. The patronage was vefted in John Weld, 
iq. his heirs and affigns, who were allowed to nominate a fit perfon 
to officiate, with confent of the vicar and the approbation of the bi- 
fhop, and were to allow him a yearly ftipend, not lefs than 
13l 6s. 8d." Sir John Weld (as appears by his epitaph in the 
chapel) gave the fum of ssol. to purchafe lands, the produce of 
which was to be thus diftributed : twenty marks to the curate ; twen- 
ty marks to poor kindred ; twelve-pence weekly in bread; ten fhil- 
lings to the clerk; the rcmaiuder to be employed in repairing the 
chapel, or increafing the falary of the curate, who, in default of 
applications from poor kindred, was to have the twenty marks alfo 
that had been allotted to them. There has been no claim of this kind 
for feveral years. ‘The patronage of the chapel has paffed through 
various hands, and is now the property of Elizabeth, relict of Ro- 
bert Winbolt, Efq. The prefent curate is the Rev. Thomas Win- 
bolt, M. A. 

The original dimenfions of the chapel, which is a brick build- 
ing, were forty-two feet by twenty'*. It was enlarged, towards 
the* beginning of the prefent century, by the addition of a north 
aifie.

Name. ORDEN fays, that the ancient name of this place was Enfen, 
or Infen, fo called from the fens with which it abounded’. I 
have not met with any authofity to fupport this affertion. Doomf- 
day book calls it Enefeldc. The variations in fubfequent records are 
very trifling——Enfcld, Enefield, and Enfield. 
Market and Edward I. by his charter, bearing date 1304, granted a licence to 
fa: Humphrey de Bohun and his wife, (Elizabeth Countefs of Holland, 
the King’s daughter,) and their heirs, to hold a weekly market (on 
Mondays) at Enfield; and two annual fairs, one on St. Andrew’s 
day, the vigil, and the day following ; the other for three days alfo, 
at the Affumption of the Virgin Mary*. James I. granted a weekly 
market at Enfield, (on Saturdays,) the profits of which were appro- 
priated to the poor of the town, His charter gives the truftees power 
to build a market~houfe. The market has been difcontinued feveral 
years. ‘Two fairs are ftill held annually ; one on St. Andrew’s-day, 
the other on the 23d of September. 
Privileges King Richard II. granted the inhabitants of Enfield an exemption 
riage 4 * from toll, and various privileges, which have been confirmed by 
Henry IV. Henry VI. Edward IV. Queen Elizabeth, James I. the 
late King, and his prefent Majefty. An exemption from toll at 
Ware-bridge was granted by Elizabeth, Queen of EdwardIV. Thefe

The town of Enfield is fituated about ten miles saath of tee Situation and 
and lies within the hundred of Edmonton. The parifh is bounded sonnet: 
by Edmonton, Eaft Barnet, Hadley, South Mims, Northaw, and 
Chefhunt ; and by the River Lea, which feparates it from Waltham- | 
abbey in Effex. It contains about’6430 acres of land, exclufive of Extent, foil, 
the Chafe ; of thefe about 800 are marfh, 2750 common-field, about i 
1640 inclofed arable, and about 1240 inclofed pafture. The foil, ex- 
cept On the marfh, is, for the moft part, a good loam. The quota Land-tax. 
paid to the land-tax by, this parifh is 12921. 148. 2d. which, in the 
year 1793, was at the rate of 2s. 11d. in the pound. 

The parifh is divided into three diftri€ts, each of which has its fe- 
parate church-warden and overfeer, viz. the town-quarter, contain- 
ing the town, Baker-ftreet, Forty-hill, Clay-hill, the houfes‘on the. 
Chafe-fide, &c. ; Green-ftreet quarter, containing Greén-ftreet, Pon- 
ders-end, South-ftreet, Enfield~highway, Enfield-wafh, and Tuckey- 
ftreet ; and Bull’s-crofs quarter, containing Bull’s-crofs, Bullfmore- 
lane, and White-webbs. -

In the reign of Edward the Confeffor the manor of Enfield be- 
longed to Afgar, mafter of the horfe. When the furvey of Doomf- 
day was taken, it was the property of Geoffrey de Magnaville, or 
Mandeville, a powerful Norman, who had accompanied King Wil- 
liam to England. From his family it defcended to Humphrey de 
Bohun, Earl of Hereford, whofe mother Maud, was daughter, and 
eventually heir of Geoffrey de Mandeville, alias Fitzpiers, Earl of 
Effex, who died anno 1213° The laft Earl of Hereford, of the 
Bohun family, died in 1371. Eleanor Duchefs of Gloucefter, his 
daughter and coheir, died feifed of this manor in 139y ’; when (not- 
withftanding the left a daughter and heir, Anne, married to two fuc- 
ceflive Earls of Stafford) it was inherited by her fifter Mary, wife 
of Henry Duke of Lancafter, afterwards King Henry IV." The 
manor being thus vefted in the crown, was annexed to the duchy 
of Lanoafter. King Richard IIL. in the year 1483, granted it to the 
Duke of Buckingham’; but it reverted to the crown the next year 
by the Duke’s attainder. The manor ftill continues to be parcel of 
the duchy of Lancafter, though the manor-houfe and demefne lands 
have long fince been granted away. The manor was leafed to Lady

The furvey of Domefday-book informs us, that the manor of En- surveys and 
field was taxed, in the time of William the Conqueror, at thirty Vlustions of 
hides. The land was twenty-four carucates. In demefne were four- 
teen hides ; and the lord had four ploughs. The villeins employed 
fixteen ploughs. One villein held a hide ; three others half a hide 
cach; the parifh-prieft, a virgate ; feventeen villeins, a virgate 
each ; thirty-fix others, half a virgate each; twenty bordars held 
jointly a hide and a virgate ; feven cottars held twenty-three acres ; 
and five others, feven acres. There were eighteen other cottars, and 
fix flaves ; a mill, which produced ten fhillings per annum rent ; the 
fith-ponds, eight fhillings. There was meadow fufficient for twenty- 
four plough-lands ; and moreover, twenty-five fhillings rent ; pafture 
for the cattle of the town, and pannage for two thoufand hogs. The 
profits of the woods and pafture, forty-three fhillings. There was a 
park alfo. The manor was valued at sol. in the time of Edward the 
Confeflor, and bore the fame value when the furvey was taken. 
Within the manor were five fokemen, who held fix hides, which 
they had the power of aliening without the licence of the lord para- 
mount. In the year 1303 this manor was valued at 341. 3s. 1d. % 
In a record of the year 1337, its extent and value is thus defcribed : 
A capital mefluage, valued at 13s. 4d.; a garden of herbs, five fhil- 
lings; the fruit, twenty-pence; a dove-houfe, five thillings ; four 
hundred and twenty acres of arable in demefne, worth fixpence 
an acre ; fixty-three of meadow, ‘worth three fhillings ; and thirty- 
nine other acres of meadow, one fhilling only ; twenty-four acres of

A vague and unfupported tradition "* afferts, that the ancient ma- 
nor-houfe, in the time of the Mandevilles, was fituated upon the 
chafe not far from the Weft-lodge, where is ftill a moat called Camlct- 
moat. In the year 1347 Humphry de Bohun, Earl of Hereford, 
had the King’s licence to fortify and embattle his manor-houfe at 
Enfield’. In a meadow called Oldbury, nearly half a mile to the 
eaft of the church, and a fmall diftance (on the right hand) from a 
road called Potter’s-lane, leading to Ponders-end, is the fite of an 
ancient manfion, furrounded by a wide and deep moat with high 
embankments; the external dimenfions of the moat are about onc 
hundred and fixty yards by one hundred and thirty-five ; on the 
north fide it is about thirty-two yards in width. The dimentions of 
the internal parallelogram are about ninety-fix yards by forty ; at the 
north-weft corner is an eminence which appears like the keep of a 
caftle.

In the 
fame room is preferved part of another chimney-picce, removed 
from one of the upper apartments, with nearly the fame ornaments; 
and the following motto: UT Ros suPER HERBAM, [oi RENEVO- 
LENTIA REGIS, alluding, it is probable, to the royal grant. Among 
the colleGtion of royal letters in the Britifh Mufeum *, is one in Latin 
from the Princefs Elizabeth, dated Enfield; and in the Bodleian 
library there is preferved a MS. copy of a fermon, tranflated by 
the Princefs, from the Italian of Occhini. It is written on vellum, 
with her own hand, and was fent as a new-year’s gift to her bro- 
ther, King Edward. The dedication is dated Enfield, Dec. 30; 
the year is not mentioned. When the Princefs Elizabeth became 
Queen, fhe frequently vifited Enfield, and kept her court there in 
the early part of her reign®. Robert Carey, Earl of Monmouth, 
{peaking of events which happened anno 1596, fays, the Queen 
came to dinner to Enfield-houfe, and had toils fet up in the park, to 
fhoot at bucks after dinner™. The park here meant was undoubt- 
edly the New-park, and the houfe Elfynge-hall, othcrwife called 
Enfield-houfe, which was then in the hands of the crown”; whereas 
it appears, that the Queen had leafed the manor-houfe, anno 1582,

The firft attempts to improve the chafe, after it had been divided

Ulizabeth, daughter of 
Sir William Wolfténholme, Bart. married Eliab Breton, Efg. who, 
in her right, became pofleffed of the manor of Worcefters, and other 
large eftates in this parifh, which were all fold after his death, which 
happened in 1785. The manor of Worcefters (for which a court- 
baron is held) was purchafed by Edmund Armftrong, Efq. who is 
the prefent proprietor. 

In the Earl cf Rutland’s grant to Henry VHI. no maner-houle is 
mentioned ; but the manor of Worcefters is granted, with the ca- 
pital manfion of Elfynge-hall, which took its name from one of the 
family of Elfynge who had a manor adjoining to that ef Worcefters. 
It is probable, that the houfe was built originally by the Elfynges, 
purchafed either by the Wroths or Tiptofts, and rebuilt by the Earl 
of Worcefler.

Sir Thomas Wroth, anno 1572, farmed 
a water-courfe, called the Mill-river, which was conneéted with the 
Lea, and was wider than that river‘. Sir Thomas Wroth had two 
mills upon this water. In 1635, John Wroth, Efq. held the Mill- 
river, under a fee-farm rent of 61. per annum". In 1686 it was

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In the eaft window of the north aiffe are two efcutcheons, with the 
arms and quarterings of Thomas Ear! of Rutland“, dated 1530; 
one of them is furrounded with the garter. Againft the north wall, 
at the eaft end} (within a fmall fpace, now inclofed, and forming a 
veftry,) is a handfome monument, fupported by columns of the Co- 
rinthian order, to the memory of Sir Nicholas Raynton, Knight ™, Sir Nicholas 
fome time lord mayor of London.

Godfrey de Befton, in the reign of Edward I. granted a houfe, 
(adjoining to the church-yard,) which he had purchafed of Richard 
de Pleffitis, to Bartholomew, vicar of Enfield, and his fucceffors. 
The faid Richard added to it a piece of ground for a garden, lying 
between the churcheyard and the highway, called Eraygfirate’™. 
The prefent vicarage-houfe has the appearance of confiderable anti- 
quity, and feems to have been built about the time of Henry VII. 
In 1327 the vicarage was rated at ‘nine marks ; in the King’s books 
it is valued at 26]. per annum". In the year 1650 the vicarage- 
houfe, with a clofe, two acies of land in the common fields, and 
the fmall tithes, were valued at 581. per annum‘. When the divi- 
fion of Enfield chafe took place as before mentioned, an allotment 
of five’ hundred and nineteen acres and thirty-two perches was ap- 
propriated to the tithe-owners, in lieu of the tithes of the King’s al- 
lotment ; thofe of the parith of South-mims; the proprietors of the 
Old-park and the manor of Oldfold, and the inclofures belonging to 
the parifh of Enfield. The remainder of the Enfield allotment, 
with thofe belonging to Edmonton and Hadley, were left fubje& to 
tithes, with a power neverthelefs referved to the parithes, of com- 
pounding for them at any future time. Out of the above-mentioned 
allotment, in lieu of tithes, ninety acres were appropriated to the 
vicar for his fhare. The vicarage of Enfield having been always

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Robert Bloffom died anno 1418, and left an eftate in Effex (fituated 
in South-Benficte and fome adjoining parifhes) to his wife Agnes, 
who afterwards purchafed a manor called Poynants, (or Poynetts,) 
in Benflete'*. The endowment of Bloffom’s-chantry was either 
a part of or a rent-charge upon thefe lands, which, on the diffo- 
lution of monafteries and chantries, became vefted in the crown ; 
and having been granted by James I. to Edmund Duffield and John 
Babbington ‘*, was, after fome mefne aflignments, ‘fold by Thomas 
Kennithorp to Sir Nicholas Salter, Nicholas Raynton, and Benjamin 
Decrowe, who conveyed it to the feoffees of the grammar-{chool at 
Enfield, which had been endowed before with the manor of Poy- 
nants"*, It appears by the chantry-roll in the Augmentation-office, 
that John Ford gave a clofe and three acres of land at Enfield for 
the maintenance of a brotherhood prieft ; and that Maud Hamond 
gave to the fame prieft, and for her obit, a tenement, valued at 
eight fhillings per ann. Walter Ford, Hugh Ford, Rotheram, 
and Thomas Aylworth, gave lands and tenements for obits ; and 
Walter Baldwin three acres and an half of land for a light before 
the Virgin Mary. John de Banbury, anno 1339, gave fome lands 
at Enfield for a chantry" in Bithopfgate-hofpital '*. Chantry-lands 
at Enfield were fold, after the reformation, to John Hulfon and Bar- 
tholomew Broxey ; the lands and tenements for obits to John Hul- 
fon and William Pendrede '*. 

There was a congregation of Prefbyterian diffenters at this 
place as early as the year 1686°", which ftill continues ; the meet- 
ing-houfe is in Baker-ftreet.
